ouer euerie leafe of Gods creatures , from the 
tenth Sphere to the Centre of the earth , wee 
ſhall find, that euerie leafe and letter of this 
A 1) great 
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great volume , is admirable and wonderfull : 
and ſuch as doeth not onely demonſtrate a Di- 
uine power to fit at the Sterne of the world, 
but alſo our owne weakeneſſe, which is not a- 
ble to comprehend the least part thereof. This 
wonderfull workemanſhippe as it doth ſet forth 
the power of God as hee is the Creator , and 
his wiſedome as hee is the Gouernour of it ; 
ſo eſpecially his mercie andus8lice appeare there- 
in, as hee is a Father in preſeruiug his chil- 
dren, and a Judge in puniſhing finners , and 
thoſe that rebell against him : And theſe rwo 
are fitly called the armes of the Almightie, of

reit part of men goe cleane conttrarie , they

why more periſb by preſumption than deſpayre : 
For this cauſe it ſeemed to mee moſt nece([arie 
to call into mens memories the wonderfull 
Indgements of God , and to ſet before their 
eyes 4 view of his Juilice manifeSted in the 
world , ppou funmers and reprobates , to the 
end that the droufie conſciences of Gods chil- 
dren nught bee. awakened, and the deſperate 
hearts of the wicked confounded , when tbey 
ſball ſee how vengeance purſueth malefattors 
to their ſhame and confuſion in this life , and 
to their deſtruftion in the world to come.

Forthis 'cauſe the great and 
famous Philoſopher, about to lay- open the nature of 
morall vertues(according to thatknowledgeandlight 
whichnatureaffoorded him) contented nor himſelfe 
with a ſimple narration of the properries, efſence,and 
obic& of them, but oppoſedro cuerie vertuc on cach 
fide the contrarie and repugnant vice; to-thecnd thar 
atthe ſight of them, being ſ6 our of ſquare, ſo hurtfull 
and pernitious,verrue itſe|femight bee more admita- 
ble andin greatereſteem. And tor this cauſe alſo God 
himſelfe our ſoueraigne and perfect hat hee 
might faſhion and fit vs totheimovldof rrue & ſolide 
vertue, vſerh ofrener negatwueprohibitions than affir- 
matiue commandements in hls law : to the endaboue 
all things to diſtra&and rurne vs fromeuil,wvhercunto 
A iii we 
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were of our ſelues roo too much inclined. Andas by 
this meane ſinne is difcoueted and made knownevato 
vs,ſois the puniſhmear alſo of fin ſet before our cycs 
by thoſe threatnings & curſes which arethere denoun- 
ced:to the end,that whom the promiſes of life and ſal.

vpon the heads ofthe mightje ones ofthe world when 
they are diſobedicnt and rebellious againſt God. And 
hereupon the Prophet ſaith, That when Gods indgements 
are vpon earth, then the inhabitants learne inflice, And 
doubtleſſc it is moſttrue,that euery one ought to reap 
profit to himſelfe by ſuch examples , as well them 
which are preſented daily to their view by experience, 
as them which haue beene done in times paſt, andare 
by benefit of hiſtorie preſerved fromobliuion .Andin 
this regard hiſtoric isaccounted a verie neceſlarie and 
profirable thing, for that in recalling to mindthe truth 
ofthings paſt, yhich othcrwiſe would be buricd in ſi- 
lence, it ſerteth beiore vs ſuch cies (as warnings and 
admonitions touching good and euill) and Rk 
vertue and vice {ov naked; before our eyes, with the 
puniſhments or rewards inflited or beſtowed 

the followers of cach of them, that it may rightly be 
calledan eafie and profitable apprentiſhip or ſchoole

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for cueric man to learne to ger wifedome at another 
mans coſt, Hence it is, thar Hiſtorie 1s-tearmed of 
the auncient Philoſophers, The record and regiſter of 
Time, the light of Truth, and the miſtreſſe and looking 
glaſſe of mans life: Informuch,asvnder the perſon of a- 
nother man it teacherh and-inſtrufteth _ 
their minds ynto it, zxeand carric them- 
oa vertuouſly and hoachlyin this life . Where- 
fore they deſeruc great praiſe and commendation that 
haue taken'/paines/to enroll and pur in writing. the 
memorablc-a&s and occurrents of their rimes, to 
communicate the ſame to their poſteritic : for rhere 
the high and wonderfull works of God do moſtcleare- 
ly, and as it wereito the view, preſent themſelues, as 
his juſtice and providence : whereby albeit he gui- 
derh and directh eſpecially his owne, to wit, thoſe 
that in a ſpeciall and rs manner worſhip and 
rruſt in him ( as by the ſacred Hiſtories touching the 
ſtate and: gouernment of the auncieut-and primitiue 
Church it may appeare)yet he ceaſethnot forall thar 
to ſtretch the arme oh his power ouer all, and to han- 
dle and rule the —_ and vnbelceuing ones at 
his pleaſure; for he hatha foucraigne empireand 
dominance ouet. all-the/ world.

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And thisa man may percciue , if he would but marke 
and conſider the whole bodie , bur eſpecially the end 
and iſſue of things : wherein the great and marucllous 
vertuesof Godzas his vamar ary rage power, doc 
moſt clearely ſhine; when he exaltech and fauoureth 
ſome,anddebaſethandfrownerh vpon others, bleſſerh 
and proſpererh whom he pleaſe, and onthe contrarie, 
curſeth and deſtroyah whom he pleaſe, and that de- 
ſerue it. Ir is he alſo which ereteth Principalities, 
and; which maintainecth Commonwealchs , Kitig- 
domes, and Empires, vnrill by the furnme end weigh ; 
of their iniquitics they ſinke themſelues into ruine 
and deftruction. And hercin is he glorified by the 
execution of his moſtjuſtand righteous judgements, 


' when the wicked-after the long abuſe of his lenitic, 


benignitic, ang patience, doe receiue the wages and 
reward of their iniquities, Iu this (I fay once againe) 
ſhinoth out the wonderfull and incomprehenſible 
wiſdome of God, when by the due orderingof things 
ſodifferent and ſo:manie, he commeth ſtill ro one and 
the'fame marke which he once preſcribed, rowir, the 
puniſhment of the world according totheir demerits. 
And thisſame is molt manifeſt in apparant euen in 
the hiſtories of prophane VVriters, albeir intheir pur- 
polciit wasneuer mended nor thought vpon, nor yet 
regarded almoſt of anje that read the ſame; men con- 
renting themſelues forthe moſt part with the ſimple 
ecicall of the ſtorie, rherein to take pleaſure and paſſe 


away. time, withour reſpeCting anie further marter-: 
Notwithſtanding the true and principall vie of their 
writings ought to be, diligently to marke the effects 

of 
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of Gods prouidence and of his juſtice, thereby to 
learne to contain our ſelues within the bounds of mo- 
deſtic and the feare of God, ſeeing that rhey which 
hauc carried themſclues anie thing vprightly in equi- 
tie, temperance, and other naturall yertues, haue been 
in ſome ſort ſpared; andthe reſt (bearing the puniſh- 
ment of their iniquities) have fallen into-ruine and 


This cadtfideration ought to perſuade everic man 
roturne fiom cvuill, and to follow that — 


- ſceingthatthe Lord ſheweth himfelfe ſo i a- 


inſt all chem which kead a wicked, dawnable, and 
perueric life. And this isthe cauſe why I having no- 
red the and homible- puniſhments wherewith 
the Lordin his moſt righteoos judgement hath ſcour: 
ged the world-for ſnne, according to that which is 
conained as well in facred as prophane hiftoriesz ha- 
ving gathered them together, and ſorted them one af- 
ter another inzheir ſeucrall roomes, according tothe 
diverſitic of the offences, and order and (courſe of 
time, whichas necreas I could I endeuoured vo fol- 
low, tothe end to lay downe /as it rwerein ane Table, 
and vnder one aſpe&, the great and fearefull judge- 
ments of God vpon them that haue rebelled or re- 
pugned his holie will. And this I doe-nor with pur- 
e.ro comprehend them all {for that were nor onely 
difticulr,bur impoſſible) but ro lay open the mioſtno- 
tableand markable ones that came tomy knowledge, 
tothe end, that the moſt wicked, diffoluge; and difor- 
dered finners, that with looſe reines runne fiercely af 
xertheir luſt, if rhe maniteſt rokensof Geds ſtweritie 


pre- 
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preſented before their eyes, do* not touch them, yer 
the cloud and multitude of examples , through the 
fight of the yneuirableanger and vengeance of God 
vpon evill Jiucrs, might rerrifie and ſomewhar curbe 
them. Perjurers, idolaters, blaſphemers, and other 
ſuch wicked and prophane wretches, with murderers, 
whoremongers Adultezers, rauiſhers,aud tyrans ſhall 
here ſce by the miſchicfe that hath fallen, vpon their 
likes, that which hangerh Before cheir fyes, and is rea- 
dic tolayholdof chem alſo. For albeit fora time th 


ſlcepe in their {innes and blindneſſe,delightingintheir * 


plealutes,and taking ſport incruclties. andieuill deeds, 
yet they drawafterthem the line, wherewith (bein 
mare enfaared than they areaware) theyare taken 
drawne to their finall deſtruction. 

| Ant this may teach and advertiſe both thoſe that 
are not yer obſtinare intheir ſthnes; to bring them» 
ſclues roſomme amendment; and thoſe that feare God 
alreadie, to ſtrengthen and —_— them in the 
purſute and continuance in their good courſe. For if 
God thew himſelic ſo ſeuere a reuenger oftheirſinnes 
that take pleaſure in diſpleating him, there is no doubt 
but on the contraric he will ſhew. himſelfe bountifull, 


gracious,and liberall in rewarding all them according * 


to. his promiſe which ſtriuero pleaſe him,& contorme 


theirliues vnto his will, Greatand ſmall, young and 


old, men and women,and all other of what degree and 
condition ſoeuer, may here learne at other mens char- 
ges how to gouerne themſelues in dutie towards God 
and bezwixs chemlelues, by aholic & vnblamcable life 
in mutuall peaceand vnitie; and by ſhunning and ef- 
chewing 

_ 
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chewing finne, againſt the which, God (a moſt juſt 
Iudge) poureth forth his vengeance, cuen vpon the 
heads of them that are guiltierhereof. Beſide, here is 
ample inatter and argument to ſtop the mouthes of 
all Epicurcs and Apheiſts of our age,and roleaue them 
confounded in their errors , ſecing that ſuch and ſo 
manie occurrents and” puniſhments are manifeſt 
proofes, that there is a God aboue that guideth the 
{terne of the world , and that taketh care of humane 
matters, and that is juſt in puniſhing the vnjuſt and 
malicious. Againe, whereas ſo much cuill aud ſo ma- 
nie finnes haue reignedand ſwayed ſo.lang time, and 
do yet reigne and ſway vpon the earth,we may behold 
the huge corruption and peruerfitie of mankind, and 
the rotten fruits of that worme-caten root original 
finne; when we arenot direfted nor guided by the ho- 
lie ſpirit of God, but left vnto our owne aature . And 
hereby crue faithfull Chriſtians may take occaſion ſo 
muchthe more to acknowledge the great mercie and 
ſingular fauour of God towardsthem,in that they be- 
ing recciued to mercie, are renewed toa betrercon- 
uerſation of lifethan others. In briefe, a man may here 
learne (if he be nor altogether void of judgement and 
vnderſtanding)to hauc finne in hatred and deteſtation, 
conſidering the wages and reward thereof; and how 
the juſtice of God purſueth ir continually, cuen to 
the extreameſt execution, which is both ſharpe and 
rigorous, 

Touching the word Judgement , I haue imitated 
the language of holie Scripture z wherein as the or- 
dinances and commaundements of God are called 

_ Tudge- 
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Iudgements,becauſein them is contained nothingbut — 
that whichis juſt, right,and equall : ſo likewiſe the pu- 
niſhments inflited by God vpon thedeſpiſers of his 
commaundements are called by the ſamename, as in 
Exod.6.6. 2.Chron.20.12. 22.8. Ezech.5.8.& 11.9. 
and elſewhere, becauſe they alſo are as juſt as the 
former, proceeding from none other foun- 
raine ſaue the moſt righteous judge- 
ment of God , whereof none 
can complaine but 
vnjuſtly.

burlies doariſe, that moſt ſtrangely disfgure the face ofthe whole 
world : when that he whichoughtto bee gentle and peaccable,is 
become miſchicuous and quarellous: inſtead of beeingerue and 
{ingle hearted, diſloyall and deccitfull: inſtead of being modeſt, 
well gouerned, and courteous, is proud, cruell, and diſlolure: 
in ſtead of ſeruingof God, feructh his owne humors and affe&i- 
ons: which kind of behauiour is too common and vſuall; for 
thare is not anykind of wickedneſle which is not found in this 
rankoe. Vngodlineſle yomiteth vp his furie together with inju- 
Rice, in thole men of whom ir is fig , There ts none that wnder- 


Standethor feeketh after God, their throat is an open ſepulchre, they 


wſe decert mthriy tongues, the poyſon of AfFet us whiler their pps 
they haxe nothing in their mouthes but curſing and bitterneſſe, their 
feet are ſwift to ſhed bloud : deſtruttion and miſerie ts in their wayes : 
and they haxe not knowne the way of peace : In ſumme, the feare of 
God is not before therr eyes. From whence it commeth, that bee- 
ing notreſtrained by any bridle, like vntamed colts broke looſle, | 

they giue the full rindge to their bold and vivlent affeQtions, 

runmng fiercely to all filchineffe and miſchiefe: and being thus 
enraged , ſomeof them, with horrible blaſphemics (moſt villa- 
noutly ): ſpeake and doe-in deſpight- of /God,, and denie him 
that created them, and ſent ghema into the;world : others are not 
aſhamed to. ,bee open forlwearers of themſelves, violating and 
breaking cueric promiſe, without tegardof faith or honeſtie. O- 
thers, asthey are of crue]l. and bloudic natures , ſo they doe not 
ceaſe to exerciſe theſe their natures by outragious prattiſes: to 
ſomeof chem whoredomes and adulteries: are no more eſteemed 
than as ſports and paſtimes, whereof they boaſt and yaunt them- 
ſelues : to another ſort, couſeningy, extortions, and robberies are 
ordinarie exerciſes, whereof they make their belt occupations. 
All which cuils areſo commonand fo viuall at this rimeamongſt 
men, that the world ſeemeth truely to be nothing elſe but an Oce- ,

Commonwealth lerall go at randome, ſuffering themſclues to bee 
rocked aſleepe with thefalſe and deceirkull lyllabie of cffeminare 
pleaſures and delights of the fleſb; oratleaſtlening chem(elyes be 
carried headlong by thetempeſt of theirowne ſtrangand furious 

aſſions, into imminent dangerof ſhipwracks : when as their care» 

ll watchfulneſſe and modeſtie, accompanied withthe traine of 
other good & commendable yerrucs, ought to (erue them for ſails, 
cables,ankers,maſts & skutles, whereby ro gouerne and dire the 
vellel whoſe ſtearſmen they arc appoinced, and choſethar are their 
charge,towhomchey ought ro gue a good exampleot bfc,and be 
vntothem as it werea glaileof vertue : for they are ſet aloft as it 
were yponaftage,to be gazedat of euerie commer. Their faults 
and viccs arclike foule{pots and ſcarres inthe face, whichcannoe 


by any meanes be hid. And cherefore they oughero be carefull ro 
lead an honeſt and vertuous life, that hereby mighe perſuade 
and monethemeaner ſortof peopleto doethe like: for it 18 a true 
fGaying of the Philoſopher, Like Pri nce, like people:infomuch,thar 
cucriconedeſircth to framic himſelfeaccording to the humor of his 
ſuperiour, whoſe will and manners ſcrue fumply for a lawto doe e- 
uill: roche which men vſe byraking any occaſion too haſtily to 
giucthemſc]ues oucr with too much libertie: wherupon followerh 
an vnrecoucrable ruine,no leſſe than thefall of a great houſe,which 
for want of pillarsand ſupporters that ſhould yphold ix, ſuddenly 
fallethto th: ground; ſo this ſhip being deprived of her governor, 
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is ſet looſle and laid opento the mercie of the waues, violence of 
winds,& rage of tempeſts, without any diretionor gouernment ; 
and ſothe bodice of man not hauing any morethe light of his owne 
eycsabiderh in darkneſleall blinded,nor able to do any thing that 
is right and good, butready euery minuce to fal into ſome pit. And 
this 15the peruerſitie and corruptionotthisworld. 


' CHAP. IIL 
That great men which will not abide to be admoniſhedof their 
fades cannot eſcape puniſhment by the hand of God, 


N this poore and miſcrableeſtaceenery man 
rocketh himſelfe afleepe,and flantereth his 
owne humor,euery man purſueth his accu- 
ſtomed courſe of life, with an obſtinar 
mind todo euill : yea many of thoſe that 
haue power and authoritic oucrorhers, ac- 
cording as they are enduedand perſuaded 
with a fooliſh conceitof themſclues, make 

themſelues belceue that for them cueric thing 1slawfull, and chat 

os farm. do whatſoeuer pleaſe, neuer 1magining that they 

giuevpan account of their aftions to rec&ue any chaſtiſe. 
ment or correction for them, enen as though there were no God at 
all that did bchoſtl them: and being thus abuſed by this yaine and 
fickle ſecuritic,they ſwim in their fins, and plunge themſclues ouer 
head and eares in all kind of ſenſualitie: giuing heartie welcome 
and entertainment to all chat approuc and applaud their manners, 
and thar ſtudic tofeed and pleaſe cheir humor . As contrariwiſe 
none leſſe,yelcome vnto them, than they that tell chem of their 
faults,and contradi them neuer (o little : for they cannor abide in 
any caſe to be reproued whatſocuer they do. And now adaies euery 
baſe companion will forſooth ſtorme and fume as ſoone, if he bee 
reproued of a faule,as ifhehad received the greateſt wrong in the 
world : ſo much is cuerie man pleaſed with h1mſclfe,and puffed vp 
with his owne vices and fooliſh vanities. And what ſhould aman 
do inthis cafe? Itisas hard to redreſle theſe great miſchichs as ifwe 
ould go aboutto ſtop and hinder thecourts ofa ——_

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there where the banke or cauſey is broken downe : if ie 
benot by applying extreame & deſperat medicines, asto.deſperat 
diſeaſes, which areas it were giucnouer by the Phylitian, & tothe 
whicha light purgation wil do ne good. For as for admonitiens & 
warnings,they are nota whut regarded: butthey char giue themare 
derided! or laughed to ſcorne, or reuiled for their labours . What 
mult werheretore do? Ir isneceſlariechatwe allay by all meanesro 
bring rheſe men(1f it be poſſible)to ſoine modeſtie & teare of God, 
which if it cannot be done by willing and gentle meanes,force and 
violence muſt be vſcd,co pluck them out ot che fire of Gods wrath, 
to the end they be not conſumed:ifnotall,yer ar lcaſt thoſethatare 
not growneto that height of ſtubborneſle, and of whom there is 
yerleftfome hope otamendment. For een as when a captain hath 
not prevailed by ſummoning a citiero yeeld vp ir ſelfe, hee by and 
by placeth his canon a ain(t cheir wals,co put them infeare;In like 
ſort muſt we bring torch againſt the proud and high minded men 
of this world,an armic of terrible judgements thrown down 
by his mighcicand puiſſan hand vponthe wicked, moreterrible 
and fearctullchan all che roaring canons or double canons in che 
world,whereby the moſt proud are deſtroyed and conſumed cuen 
in this life,all their pride and power, how great ſocuer it be, becing 
notabletoturnebackethe vengeance of God fromlighting vpon 
their heads,to their veter deſtruction and confuſion. Andicisma- 
nifeſt by in{init examples. Now becauſethatthe nature of men is 
fleſhly and giuento berouched withthings chat are preſented be. 
fore their faces,or hath beene done before time, it is a more forcible 
motiue to ſtirrerchem vp,thanthat whichas yet caunot bee made 
manifeſt, but is to come. T herefore I purpoſc here to ſet downe the 
greatand fearcfull judgements wherewich God hath alreadie pla- 
gued many inthis world,cſpecially them of high degree: whole 
example will ſcrue fora glalle both for cheſechat liue now, or ſhall 
live hereafter. And tothe end that the jultice of God may more 
cleerely appeare and ſhew it ſelfe in ſuch ſtrange euents, before we 
gocany further we will run ouer Certaine necel[aric points concer- 
ning thus matter, |

How the tuſtice of God is more ewidentiy declared vpon the migh- 
tie ones of this world,thaw vpon any other and the cauſe why. 


@cingthen that theſemen are more guiltic and * 
culpable of innethanany ocher, they deſerue 
ſomucha more gricuous puniſhment, by how 
| ( much their mildeeds are more grieuous : for 
A doubtleſle, There is a God that inageth the earth, Plal.z8 11, 
A... ſ DP (as the Plalmiſt fairh) who as he 13 benigne and 
—_ mnercifi| wards thoſe that feare & obey him, 
ſo he will notſuffer iniquitie co go vnpuniſhed: This 5s he(faithrhe 
> TL executeth iuſtice percic and indgement,vpon the earth: 
for if it be the ducric of an earthly prince tocxerciſe not onely cle. 
mencie and gentleneſle, butalſo ſharpeneſle and feuerinie, thereby 
by puniſhing & chaſtifing malefaftors,coſuppreſle al diſorders in - 
the Commonwealth then it1s veric neceſ[arie thac thetjuſtice of 
our great God,to whomall ſoneraign rule & authoritie belon#erh, 
and who 15 the Judge of all the world, ſhould either manifeſtirſelfe 
inthis world , orin the world to come: and chiefely rowardes 
them which are in the higheſtplacesof account, who being more 
hardned and bold to finne, do as boldly exempt themelues from 
all corret:ons and puniſhmenes due varo them, being alrogether 
ynwilling to beſubieroany order of juſtice or law whatlocuer: 
and therefore by how much the morethey cannot bt puniſhed 
wan, and that humane Jawes can lay no hold yponthem, ſo muc 
the rather God himſelfe becommerh execr:ioner of his owne 
juſtice _ cherr pares : and in fiich-forr, that everie mar may 
perceiue his hand to be vponthem. Lertany aduerficie or affli&tion 
light vpon a man of low degree,or which 1s pooreand defolate,rio 
man conl1dereth of itrightly, butcalking chercof, menceaſenorto 
impttethe cauſe ofthis poore ſoules miſerie either to pouertie or 
want of ſuccour,or forme other ſuch like cauſe. Therefore if any 
: B ij ſach 
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ſuch be in griefe,or by chapcefallen into ſome pit,and drowned,or 
robbed and killed in the way by theeues : ſtraightway this is the 
ſaying ofthe world, Thatic commeth thuseo palle o'r ths becauſe 
he was alone w:thout company,or deſtitute of help,or not wel loo- 
ked roand regarded : and thus they paſſe ouerthe marrer. Bur as 
concerning great men, when they are any way afflicted, no ſuch 
pretences or excuſcs can bealledged: ſeeing they wane neither ſer- 
-uants to attend ypon them,nor any other meant help to ſuccour 
them : therefore when chele men are onertaken and ſurpriſed with 
any greateuill,which by no means chey can eſchew, & whentheir 
bold & wicked enterpriſes, are purſued & concluded wich ftrange 
and lamencable cuents, in this wee wult acknowledge an eſpeciall 
hand of God,who can cntangle and pul downe the proudeſt and 
arroganteſt hechat liues,& thoſe whomthy world fearcth to med. 
dle withall : theſe proud gallants are they againſt whom God dif- 
ieth his banner of power more openly than againſt meaner and 

er perſons : becualochela poore ſoules find oftentimes to their 
pains that chey are puniſhed without cauſe, and cormented & vex- 
ed by choſeryrants,not hauing commirted any offence atall,to de- 
ſerucic:w as Philip Commelaith) who dare beſo bold as to 
controll or reprehend a King and his fauorites,orto make inquirie 
of his miſdeeds : or having made inquiſition of them , who dare 
preſume to informethe Iudge thereof? Who dare ſtand vp to ac- 
cuſe them 2 Who dare fir downe to iudge them? Nay who dare 
take knowledge ofthem? And laſtly, who dare aflay co puniſh 
them ? Seeing chen in this caſe that our worldlic Iuſtice hath her 
hands bou ind her from executing that which 1s right: it 
mult needs bethat the Soucraigne Monarch of hcaucn and carth 
ſhould mount vp into his throne of judgement, and from chence 
giuchis definitiue vachangeable ſentence, to deliuer vp the moſt 
po—_g_ hainous ſinners, to thoſe paihes & corments which they 
vedeſerued; and that after a e and extraordinarie manner 


which may ſerue for anexampleto all others.

Ez lOw to the end that no man ſhould pretend ig- 
& it y norance for ancxcuſe, Goa hath bellowad vP- 


FA 'on euery onea certaine knowledge and tudge. 
ment of good and ewill, which being nacurally 
: cnn x the cables of mans heart, is com- 
3g monly called, The law of Nature : whereby 
eucry mans owne con(cience giueth ſufficient 


' teſtimonievnto it ſelfe, when in his moſt ſecrer thoughts it either 


accuſeth or excuſcth him: for there is nota man living,which doth 
not know in his owne heart, that he doth an cuill deed when he 
wrongeth another, al h he had neuer beene inſtruted clſe- 
where in that pointe. So,although that in 7 arquinias Smperbus time 
(Cicerofaith) there was no wruten law c{tabli(hed yon for- 
bidding the rauiſhing and deflowring of wiues and virgines: yet 
thewicked ſonneot 128 T arquiald was not thereforelelle guilticot 
an hainous crime,when contrarie to the law of nature he vivlenely 
robbed Lacrece of her chaſticie : for no man can be ignorant, that 
itisa moſt _ crumeto lay fiege co the chaſtiric of a married 
woman, with ſuch outrage: thewhole people of Rome did 
elteeme of it as a crime molt wicked, ſtrange,and intollerable,and 
worthie of grieuous puniſhment. Every man knowerh thus much, 
that he ought not to do that to another which he would not ano- 
ther ſhould do to him: which lentence the Emperor Sexerns made 
alwaics to be ſpoken aloud, and declared by the ſound of the crum- 
pet,inthe = of aduertiſement,as often as puniſhment was taken 
vpon any offender, as if it were a generall law pertaining to all 
men, This is that equiticand iuſtice which oughe ro be ingrafted 
in our hearts,and whereof nature her ſelfe is the ſchoolemiſtreſle : 


. fromthis founcaine all humane and ciuill lawes are derived : if we 


had not rather ſay that they are deriued from that true ſpripgot e- 

quitie, which is inthe law of God, which law he hath giien for a 

plaincand familiar manifeſtation of his will, concerning —_— 
an 
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* and indignation again{tchem, This is that ho 


and reaſonable things, touching che ſeruice, honour, and glorie 
which is due vnto hunſelfe, and che mutuall dutie, friendſhip, and 
cood will,vyhich men owe one to another : vyhereunto he exhor. 
cech and entiſerh cuery one by faire and gracious promilez,and for- 
bidderh che contrarie, by great and terriblethreatnings (lo gentle 
and merciffill is he rowards vs, and dclirous of our i good.) has 1s 
that law which was publiſhed betore the face of more than fix 
hundred thouſand perſors, with the mighrie and reſonnding noiſe 
of crumper,with carchquake, firc, and ſ\moake, and with thunders 
and |:2ghtnmgs,co make men more attertiue to heare,& more pre- 
parcdro recemue ityvith all humulirie, feare,and reuerenc alſo 
ro puethem in mind, that if they were diſobedient and rebellious, 


he wanted no powerand abilme co puniſh hem, for he hath light- + -* 


ning,thunder,& fire, prepared inſtruments to execute his ruſt ven- 
cance, vvhich no creature vnder heauen is able to auoid, when by 
the obſtinate cranſgreſſion of wicked men he is my ro anger 
y law vyhich hath 

becne ſer forth by che Prophers; by the rule whereof all their war. 
nings,cxhortings,and reprouings haue beene ſquared. To this law 
the onely bezoctenſonne of God, our Sauior and Redeemer Icſus 
Chriſt, conformed. his molt holy dotrine; bringing men to the 
true vſe and obleruation thereof, from which they had declined, 
and whereof he 1s the end,the ſcope,and perteCt accompliſhment: 
ſo that ſo farreit is that a Chriſtian man may beignorantof it, and 
hauc itin contempr, thatnone can be counted aud reputed a true 
Chriſtian, if he tramenoc his life by the rule thereof; if not fully, 
yer atleaſt as farre forth as he is able : otherwiſe, whata ſhame and 
reproch is this for men to call themſclues Ey the name of Gods 
children, Chriſtians, and Catholikes, and yer to doe cuery thing 
cleane contrarieto the will of God, to make no reckoning of his 
law,to lead a dilloluce and diſordered life, and to be as evil] (ifnor 


worlſe)then the vileſt miſcreants & infidels in the world 2 God wil. 
leth and requireth that he alone ſhould be worſhipped and praied 
yntozand y<r {1c greater part of the world are idolaters,and full of 
ſuperſticion, vvorſhip Images, ſticks and ſtones, and pray to crea- 
cures in ſtcad of the creator . God forbidderh vs co ſweare by his 
name in vaine: and yet what is more rife than that ? ſo thata man 
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can heare nothing elſe but oathes and blaſphemics, Many for che 11 
| leaſt rifle in the world ſticke not to ſweare and forſweare themn- 
I | ſclues, God forbiddeth theft, wurther,adulterie,and faiſe witneſle 
«fi bearing,and yet nothing ſo common as backbitings, flanders, for- 
geries, falſe reports, vvhoredomes, couſerungs, robberies, cxrorti- 
ons,and all manner of enuies and enmirics. God hath commanded 
thatwe loucour neighbours as our {clues : but we in ſtead of loue 
hate,deſpiſc,and fecke to procure the hurt and damage of one ano- 
ther,not regarding any thing butour owne peculiar profic and ad- 
uatitage. Is notchis a manifeſt and proteſt diſobedience, & intol- 
lerablerebellion again{t our maker? What child 1s there that isnot 
TI bound to honour and reverence his father? VV hat ſcruant chat is not 
Þ | boundto obey his maiſter, and co doe all chat he ſhall vvill him? 
Whar ſubieR char is not tied inſubieCion to his Prince and Soue- 
raign? Yet there is not one which will not conteſle, yea and (weare 
to with his mouth, that God i3 his Lord and facher : Which if it be 
erue, vyhat is then the cauſe, thar in ſtead of (cruing and pleaſing 
him, they doe nothing elſe bur diſpleale and offend his Maieſtic ? 
Is not this the way to prouoke his wrath,and ſtirre vp his indigne- 
cion againſt them? Is itany meruaile if he be incenſed with anger, 
if he be armed with revenge, and ſend abroad his crucll ſcourges 
ypon the carth to ſtrike and whip it withall? Is it any wonder ithe 
pilevp the wicked ones on heapes, and ſhoot out his reuengetull 
arrowes againſt chem, and make them drunken» vvith their owne 
bloud,and make his ford of tuſtice as ſharpe as a raſor, to puniſh 
thoſerebels that haue rebelled againſt him? For vengeance 15 mine Deut.z2,35, 
(faich he) and belongeth onely vntome . Whoſocuer therefore he be 
that followerth the Iefires and concupiſcence of his owne ficth,and 
this wicked world, and ſhall lead a life contrarie tothe in(truftion 
and ordinance of the law of God, yea, although he neuer heard 
thereof, yet is he guiltic thereof, and worthieto be accurſed; for fo 
much as his own conſcience ought to ſerue for a law vnto humſclte,

Very man confellcththis to be true, That by how much 

che more benefits and dignine he hath receiued from 
| another, by ſo much is he the tore bounden and be- 
S224) holdento him : now itis ſo, that Kings and Princes 


are thoſe vpon whom God hath beſtowed more plencifully his + 


ifts & graces,then ypon any other,whom he hath made as itwere 
Fi Licurenancs in this world: for he hath extolled & placed them 
aboue ochers,and bedecked them with honor, giuing them power 
and auchoritic to rule and raigne, by putting people in ſubiction 
to them : and therefore ſo much the more are they bound to reac« 
knowledge him again, to the end to do him all henor and 
whichis required attheir hands. Therefore Dawidexhorteth them 
to ſerme the Lord enenwith rewerence. T his then their high & ſuper- 
intendenteſtatc is no priuiledge to exempethem fr6theſubieion 
and obedience which they owe varo God,whom they oughe tore. 
uerence aboucall things. Te Princes and high Loras (laith the Pro. 
phet)gize you vnto the Lord eternall glorie and ſtrength: gine unto hing 


glorie due vnto his name: and caſt your ſelues before hum to do him rene- 


rence, If they owe ſo much honor vnto God as to their ſouerai 
then ſurely it muſt follow, that they oughe to obey his voice, and 
feare to offend him; and ſo much the rather, becauſe heis a great 
deale more ſtrong and terriblethan —_— ro cauſe his horrible 
thunderbolrs ro rumble vpon their heads, they being norableonce 
to withſtand his puiſſance, but conſtrained y on to tremble 
thereat, In all thatpreſcription & ordinance ordained & ſet down 
by God concerning the office of Kings, thereis no mention made 
ofany libertictharhe giueth chemo live aftertheir owneluſts,and 
to do cuery thing thatſeemeth good intheir owne eyes: but he cn- 
joincth them expreſlcly to hauc alwaics with them the book _ 
aw,

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law,delightcth to read and meditate thereiu,and thereby to learne 
to feare andreuerence his name,by obſeruing all che precepts chat 


are contained in that baoke. As for ciuill and narurall lawes, in 


ſo much as they are founded vpon equitie and right ( for other. 


wiſe they were no lawes) therein they are agreeableto, and as it 
were dependents an the law of God, as is well declared by Cicero 
in the farſt and ſecond bookeof his lawes : for cucn they alſo con- 
demnecheeues, adulcerers, murtherers, parricides, and ſuch like, 
It chen Princes be ſubic& to the law oft God , as I am about to 
ſhew, there is no doubc,bur tharthey arc 11kewiſe ſubieRt to thoſe 


cull lawes, by reaſon of the equitic and 1uſtice which therein 18

ded yvntovs. And if (as Plato ſaith) the lawes oughtto 
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be aboue the prince, not the prince aboue the lawes , it 15 then Dial.4, de 
moſt marufelt chat the prince 1s tyed ynto the lawes, cuen in ſuch eg5bw. 


ſort, that withour the lame, the gouerrunent which he fwayethcan 
gon oft end Commences le. And i IS ws 
Magiltrac is oe oughs to bea Speaking Jaw (as it is ſai ou 
to-maintaine the auchoritie aki hereof by rh 
rightadmuniſtration of juſtice ( for it he did notthis, he were a 
dumbe law, and without life ; ) how 1s it pefſible that he ſbould 
make it of aprhorige and force with others, if he defpiſerh aud 
it himſclfe?Naxd did neuer allume fomuchrohim- 
ſelfe, as to delire to have libertic to doe what he liſted in his king- 
dome , bur willingly fubmicted hamſelfe wo that which his office 
and dutie required; making(cuenghen when he was inſtalledand 
eſtabliſhed King ouerthe whole land) a coufhanc of peacewith 
the princes and depunics of the people: and weknow, that in c- 
uery couenant and bargaine both parties arc bound to cachother 
by a mucuall bond to performe the conditions which they are a- 
greed ypon. The like 1svſed at the coronation of Chriſtian Kings, 
whereas the people is bound and {worne to do their allegeance to 
their Kings focke Kings arealſo ſolemnely ſwor::e ro maintaine 
and defend true religion, the eſtate of wſtice, the peace and tran- 
quiliticof their ſubieQs, and che right and priuiledges (whichare 
nothing bur the lawes) of the Realme: whereas Daxid was by the 
Prophet Nathan reproucd for the adulreric and murther which 
he had commirred, he neither vicd any exculc, nor alledged any

priuiledge whereby he was exempted from the rigour of the law 
eo juſtific his fat, bur freely conteſled yvithourany cloake,that he 
had ſinned. Whereby4t appeareth ofhow ſmall {trength and au- 
thoricie their opinion and words be,which chinkeor afirmethat a 
prince may diſpence with the lawes at his pleaſure : by this opini. 
on was the mother inlaw of Antonius Caracalla ſeduced ; vyho ha- 
uing by her laſcwious and filthy alluremenrs enticed her.ſonne in 
law to luſt, and loue her, and to defire her for his wife, perſuaded 
him that he might bring his purpoſe to paſle, and that it vyas law- 
full enough for him if he would,though for other it was vnlawfull, 
ſceing thathe was Emperor, and har it belongeth not co him tore- 
cciue,bur to giue lawes: by which perſuaſion, that braue marriage 
was concluded and made vp,contrary to the law of natureand na- 
tions,and to all honeſtie and vertue. So it was reported how Cam- 
by/errooke his owne faſter to wife, vvhom norwithſtanding alittle 
_— ut to death : vvhich thing bein one he chen amoy 

eP pes YN 1. to cnterprile It evvas a 
wicked man) without the aduilec of rk war—>_nbey counſellors 
of his realme : he called them togither,and demanded yyhether it 
vvas lawfull for him nagtebaka marriageorno? to whom they 
anſwered freely, thatthere vyas no preſcript law vyhich did allow 
of it: yet (that they mighe ſooth him vp, fearing to incurre his dif- 
pleaſure) they ſaid further, that though there vvas no law to com- 
mand it, yet ſuch a mightic king as he might doe vvhat he pleaſed. 
In like maner that gencher Philoſopher Anaxarchas, aftertharthe 
had told Alexander the Great vvith a loud voice that he oughenot 
to fearethe penalrieof any law, nor the reproch nor blame of any 
man, becaule it belonged only to his officeto create lawes for all o- 
ther wo liue by, and to okube che limits of lawfull and lawleſle 
hinread that ic becamehim, beinga conquerour, to rule like a 
lord and a maſter,and not toobey _ conceitof law vyhat- 
focuer; and that vvhat thing ſoeuer the king did, the ſame vyas fa- 
cred, iuſt, and lawfull, yvithout exception: And by this meanes 
wade his procccdings farremorediflolute and outragious in many 
things thanever they vvere before. Dion in the meer 
kne reporteth, how the Emperors vvere vvontto vſurpe this priut- 
kedge,to be exempted fromall law, that they might not beryed wo 


any 
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any necefſicieof doing or leauing vndone any thing, and how in 
no caſe they yvould endurerto be ſubiett co any vvcircen ordinan- 
ces: the vyhich ching is manifeſt euen inthe behaujor of che chie« 
felt of them, as vvell in regHtd of their life and manners, as of the 
gouernment that they vied in their Commonwealchs .

temperance,difloluceneſle,and cruelries. j = Aa th all chis there 
vvanted nota paraſicicall Lawyer,vvho to pleaſe the Emperor his 
lord and maſter the berter, and to vnderprop,and as it vvereſcele 
ouer vvitha faireſhew that ryrannicall government vſcd by othier 
Emperours, foiſted in this as alaw amoug(t the reſt, Princeps legi- 
bas ſolutus eft, T hatthe Priuce vvas ted fromall law. As for 
that which they alledge ourof Ariftorles Politiques,it maketh no- 
thing to ſera colour vpon this counterfeit : for (faith £Arifforle )If 
there be awy man that excelleth ſo in vertue aboucall others, that 
none is able to compare vvith him,thatman is to beaccounced as a 
God amongſt men, to yvhom no law may be preſcribed, becauſe 
he isa law ymo humſclfe: all which I grant co be truc, if tharwhich 
was preſuppoled could take place :.tor vvhere no tranſgreſſion is 
found,therenolaw is neceſlarie; according as S.Pas/laid, The law 
14s not given for the inf, but for the uniuſt and offendors : but vyhere 
isit pothble co find ſuch a Prince ſo excellent and fo verruous, that 
ſtandeth not innecd of ſomelaw to be ruled by > 

Of che like force and ſtrength is that vyhich is vvritren in the 
ficſt booke of Inſtitutions, r:t.2 . the vyords arc theſe: The Princes 
pleaſure ſerweth for a law, becanſe the whole bode of the people bath 
tranſlated all their authoritie , power, and inriſdiftion onto bun. 
T his is ſpoken of the Romance Emperours, but vpon the ground 
of ſo. ſlender and filly reaſon, that vpon ſo weake a foundation 
itcan never ſtand; forif icbe demaunded, yvhether chis pop

ſhed, yer he muſt be content (according to the law of the Medes 
and Pcrfians) not to beableto infringe that law which was by the 
aduiſe of his Peeres and prmic enated,and by his owne 
conſene and aurhoriric eſtabliſhed : no though for D.one/: deliue- 
rance ſake, whom he loucd, he greatly defired and tooke paines

as cheir cuſtome was. As touching the priſoners, ſome vvere 
carried es Rome intriumph : others were hereand there maſ- 
facred at their conquerors wils : ſomes lot it was to berorne in 
picces and deuoured of wild beaſts : ochers were conſtrained 
to march in troupes againſt their fellowes, and kill one ano- 
ther as if they had beene enemues, All which cuils came vp- 
on them for the deſpight and furic which they vicd cowards 
the ſonne of God and our Sauior : and that was the cauſe wh 

he foreſeeing this deſolation, vyept ouer Ierufalem and faid, 
That it ſhould be beſieged on enery fide,and raſed to the ground, 
and that not one ſtone ſhould be left ypon another, becauſe ut knew 
not the time of her ſtation . Likewiſe ſaid he to the yvomen 
that bewailed him as hc was led tothe Croſfe, That they fhomld 
not weepe for him, but for themſelues and their children, becauſe 
of the daycs of ſorrow vvhich vvere to come, yyherein the 
barren and choſechat had no children, and the dugs that never 
ſuckled ſhould be counted happic.

Stexen Gardixer alſo, who was one of the grand butchers in 
this land, vyhat a miſerable end came he vnto? Euen the ſame 
day chat B. Ridley and M. Latimer were burnt at Oxford; he 
hearing newes thereof, reioyced greatly; and being at dinner, 
eat his meat _—_ bur ere he had eaten many burs, the ſud- 
den ſtroke of terrible hand fell ypon him, in ſuch ſorr, 
that immediately he was taken from the boord, and _ 
to his bed, where he continued hHfreene dayes in incollerable 
anguiſh, by reaſon he could not expell his vrine, ſo that his 
bodic being miſerably inflamed within (who had cnflamed ſo 
many godly Martyrs) was broughttoa wretched end, wich his 
congue all blacke and ſwolne, hanging out of his mouth moſt 
horribly : a ſpe&acleworthieto be beholdenof all ſuch blou- 
dic burning perſecutors. 

Bower Biſhop of London, another archburcher, though he 
lived long after this man,and died alſo in his bed ; yer was ir ſo 
prouided of God,thart as he had beenea perſecutor of the light, 
and achild of darkeneſle, fo his carkafle was tumbled into the 
earth in obſcure darkneſle art —_ totheorder of 
all other Chriſtians : and as he had a moſt crucll murche- 


 rer,ſo was he buried among theeues and murtherers; a place by 


Gods judgement rightly appointed for him. 
Morgan Biſhop of S. Dauids fitting vpon the condemna. 


tion of the bleſſed Martyr,Biſhop Farrar,whoſe roome he vn» , 


iuſtly vſurped, was not long after ſtrickeh by Gods 'hand after 
ſuch a ſtrange ſorr, that his meat would not goe downe, but riſe 
and picke vp againe, ſometime at his mouth, ſometime blowne 
out of his noſe, moſt horrible to behold, and ſo continued to 
his death : Where note moreouer,that when maiſter Ley/on (be- 
ing then Shirife at Biſhop Farrars burning) had ferche away 
the catrell of the ſaid Biſhop, from his ſeruancs houſe into his 
owne cuſtodie , diuers of them would neuer cat mear, but lay 
bellowing and roaring, and fo died, Addevnto this Biſhop 
Morgan,| uſt-ce Morgan, a Judge that ſar vypon the death of the 


Ladue ave : this Iuſtice,not long after the execution of _ 
ec, 
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Ladie, fell mad, and being thus berefr of his wits, dicd, haung 63 
cucr in his mouth, Ladie lane, Ladic Loxe. 


Biſhop Thornton Suffraganof Douer, another grand perſe- 
Eutor, comming vpon a Saturday from the Chapter houſe ar 
Canterburie, and there ypon the Sunday following lookin 
vpon his men playing at bowles, fell ſuddenly into a Sitgand 
died ſhortly after. And being exhorted to remember God in 
his extrenucicof fickneſle; {o I doe (faid he) and my Lord Car- 
dinall to, &c. 

After him ſucceeded another Suffragan, ordained by the 
forelaid Cardinall, and cqual| ro his predeceſſor m cruell perſe- 
7p gp Ra. who enioying his place bur a ſhorrrime, 
fell a paire of ſtayres in the nals chamber ac 
Greenewich, and broke his necke, and that preſently ( ler it 
be noted) after he had recciued the Cardinals bleſſing, 

The lke ſudden death ha to Doctor Danning, the 
bloudie and wretched Chanc of Norwich, who after he 
had moſt nom and murthered a number of 

and faithful} ſeruans of God, was ſuddenly ſtricken 
with death, cuen as he was firing in his chaire. 

The like alfofcH ypon Berry, Commiſlarie in Norfolke,ano- 
ther bloudie perſecutor,who toure dayes after Queene Maries 
death, haumg madea grear feaſt, wherear was pretent one of 
his concubines,as he was comming home from che Church, 
where he had miniſtred che Sacrament of Bapriſme, fell 
downe fuddenty to the ground witha heauie ,and ncuer 
ſtirred afrenchus ending his miſerable life wt om any ſhew of

epentance. | 
So Doftos Geffrey Chancelor of Salnburie, anocher of the 
ſame ftampe, was ſuddenly (tricken with the mightic hand of 
God inthe middeſtof his buildings, where he was conſtrained 
to yecld vp is fe, which had ſo hetle pitie of ocher mens hoes 
before : and it isto be noted, that che day before he was thus 
ſtricken,he had appointed to call before-hium go poore Chaiſti- 
ans,to exanunethem by inquifirion, bur the goodnefle of God 
and his tenderprouidenceprenenced him. _ 
oor 
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ſuddenly : So did Juſtice Lelond, the vary rom one Jeffrey 
Hart, 

Alexander, ghe keeper of Newgate, a cruell enemie to thoſe 
chatlay in that priſon for religion,dicd very milerably,being ſo 
fwollen that hc was more like amonſterthan aman, and fo rot- 
ten iwithin,that no man could abide the (me!l of him. His ſonne 

_ called /awerafter he had ſpentall his fathers ſubltance riocouſ- 
ly,fel downe ſuddenly in Newgate market,and there wretched- 
ly dyed. John Peter, fonne inlaw tothefaid Alexander, andno 
leſle cruell co the poore Chriſtians, rotted away, and fo died, 

Cox, an carneſt Proteſtant in King Edwards dayes, and'in 
g-_ CAHariestime a Papilt, anda Promoter, going well and 
in health co bed (as itſcemed) was dead before = morning. 

All cheſealmoſt, with many more which I could recite, Sed 
fuddenly , being moſt cruell and horrible perſecucors of the 
flockeof Chriſt . Many there were, which though they efca- 
ped ſudden death,yerdid not auoyd a moſt muſerable & wrert- 
ched end: in the number whercof I = place firſt Alexam 
er the keeper of Newgate, together with his ſonne in law Toby 
Peter, of whom mention was made before : Alſo Maſter #004. 
roofe, the Sherife of London, whe vſed to rejoyce atthe death 
of che poore Saints of Chriſt,and would notſutter Maſter Ro- 

ger-, going to his martyrdome,to ſpeake with his children: this 
man 1a or cight yeares bedred, hauing one halfe of his 
bodicall benummed, and ſo continued till his dying day : Al- 
ſo one Burtonthe Bailife of Crowland in Lincolneſhire, who 
hauing beenea Proteſtant in outward ſhew, in King Edwards 
dayes,as ſoone as Queen Iarie was quierly ſeatedin the king- 
dome, became veric carneſt in ſetting vp the Maſle againe, and 
conſtrained the Curat by threats to leauethe Engliſh fſeruice, 
andfay Mafle. This blind Bailife notlong after, as hee was ri- 
ding with on: of hisneighbours, a crow flying over his head 
let her excrements fall ypon his face, the poyſoned ſtinke and 
ſauour whereof fo nopeliia {tomacke, that he neuer lefr vomi- 
ting varill ke camchome, and thexe after certaine dayes, with 
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exrreame paineof yomicing, crying and curſing the crow, de. 6g 
ſperatly be =_ aller ri of I 'Alfo one 
Robert B me, who being (triken with lightening , at the 
taking of William Seaman, pined away and died. Robert Blom- 
_ feldallo,Bailifero Sir /ohn [erninghaw, after hee had perſecuted 
one Maſter Browne, pincd away both in his goods and bodie, 
by aconſumption 0 
William Swallow, the cruell tormentor of George Egles, was 
ſhortly after ſo plagued of God,thatall the haire of his ,& 
nailesofhis fingers and toes went off; his cies were welnecre clo- 
ſed vp,that he could ſcant ſee; his wife alſo was ſtriken with the 
falling fickneſle; with che which maladic ſhee was ncuer infe- 
Red before. 
Laſtly(tro omitmany other) one Tweford is not to be forgor- 
ten, who in king Henries dayes was a bulic doer in ſetting 
es for the burning of poore Martyres; and ſceing the ſtakes 
conſume ſo faſt, prouided a big tree, cucting off the top, and 
ſctic vpin Smurhheld, ſaying, / will haxe a Like that ſhall bold. 
But behold Gods hand: before cuer that tree was conſumed the 
ſace of religion turned, and he fell into a horrible diſcale, rot- 
ting aliue 5 a the ground before he died, 
des theſe, many there were which hanged chemſchues, 
As for example,one Clarke, an open enemie tothe Golpell in 
king Edward: dayes, hanged himſelfe in the Tower : $ did 
Paxier the T owne-clerkeof London, another butter eaemie ro 
the Goſpell: Sodid the ſonne of one Lexar a husbandwan, 
that mock: and ſcorned at the holy Martyr Maſter Latimer,be- 
ws dead, and thatatthe ſame houre, as neereas could be gathe- 
red, whleſt his father was railing vpon the dead Martyr : So 
did Hermrie Smith a Lawycr, who hauing beene a Proceſkanc be- 
came a Papiſt. Others drowned ren ome namely Richard 
Long at Calice,in king Henrie the eighes dayes. John Plankyey, a 
tellow of New Colledge in Oxford, inthe yeare of our Lord 
1566: And one Lanington, afellow ofthe ſame Colledge, in a 
well at Padua,or as ſome thinke, at Rome. 
Others were ſtriken with — In which ranke phe 
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firſt Iuſtice Iforgar,ofwhom we made mention a little before: 
Thena Sherifesferuant that railed vpon lames Abbes, a godlie 
Martyr, as he was going to be burned; ſaying that he wasan he- 
renike, and amaddeman : bur as ſoone as the fire was put tothe 
Martyr ({uch waschefeareful ſtroke of Gods juſtice ypon him) 
hee wasthere preſently, inthe fightof all the people, ſtroken 
with a frenſie,crying outalowd,that [ames Abbeswas ſaued, but 
he was damned; and (o continucdcill his dying day. So like- 
wile one Williams,aſtudentintheInner T emple,inchemid(t of 
his raylingagain(t che Goſpell of Chriſt, and the profeſlors 
thereof, fell ſtarke madde. 

; Many other examples of the like kind I could here adde; 
but heerhat deſireth to read and know more thereof let him 
haue recourſe vnto thelater end of the Afts and Monuments of 
the Engliſh Church, where hee ſhall find a whole catalogue of 
ſuchlike examples. 7 

The on«&chrowof many mightic ones inour age, ſcrue for a 
looking glaſleco repreſent the ki gh exploits of the wonderfull 
judgements which the king of kings hath ſent ypon thoſe that 
hauc inany place or countrey whatlocuer reliſted and ſtroue a- 

ainſttherruch : whereof ſomeafter great viories, which by 
their fingulardexteritieand worldlic wiſdome in the managing 
oftheir affaires, haueatchicued, by aperuerſe and overthwart 
end, contrarie totheir former proſperitie, haue harkened and 
obſcured the renowme and gloricofall their braue deeds, their 
good report dying with their bodies, and their creditimpaired 
and buried with themintheir graues : Others inlike maner ha- 
uing addreſſed all cheir forces,and laicd their batreric,and pla- 
ced all their peeces and canons againſt the wals of Sion,& thin- 
king to blow it yp, and conſume ito aſhes, haue made many 
breaches intothe ſides thereof, yea they haueſo bene all cheir 
ſtrength againſt it,and afflited it with ſuch outragious crueltie, 
and vnmercifull effuſion of bloud, that it is pitifull and lamen- 


table roremember : howbet after all cheir policies and praQti- 


ſes,their courage hath beene at length abated, and chemſelues 


raked one after another out of this world, with manifelt mag 
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of the juſt vengeanceof God ypon them. For though it may 67 
ſeeme for a hs that God Nleepah,&c regarderth not + wrongs 

and oppreſſions of his ſcruancs, yer hee neuerfailerhto carrie a 
watchfull eye vponthem,and in his ficeſt timeto reuenge him- 

ſelfe ypon their enemies.

IT is A kind of 5 
| condemned a”  —_ 
ofthe Law, when as he that hath been once 
enlightened by the word of God in the 
| knowledge of faluarion, and nouriſhed and 

inſtruſted therein from the cradle, doth at- 
eerward caſt © 77 his backe che = 
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of Gods ſpirit,or difallow therof,and exempt himlelfe from the 
ſcruiceof God,to ſerue Idols, or make any outward ſhew to do 
it: which kind of finne may be commitred after rwo forts; eci- 
therthrough infirmitieand feare,or willingly and with delibe- 
ration: when not being preſled or conſtrained thereto by any 
outward meancs, a man dorh cleerely and of himſelfe abandon 
and forſake the true Religion,to march vnder the banner of Sa- 
thanand Antichriſt: and this alſo oftwoſorts; either when a 
man doth fmply forſake the profeſſion of the tructh, to followe 
ſuperſtition and Idolatrie, without attempringany thing beſide 
the mecredeniall of his faith; or when Sherhia ——_ pro- 
felleth not onely the contrarie religion, but alſo endeuoureth 
hunſelfe by all meanes poſſible ro aduance it, and to op- 
preſle and lay ſiege rothe doAtrineof Gods tructh inthofe that 
maintainethe ſame. By this it appeareth chat chere are three 
kinds of Apoſtaſie : one as it were enforced and compelled, 
the(econd voluntarie, the laft both voluntaric and malicious : 
which though they bee all veric hainous and offtenfiue in the 
ſightof God; yertthe ſecond and third ſort are molt daunge- 
rous,and of them alſo one more hurtfull and icious than 
the other, as we ſhall perccue by that which followerth . Now 
a3 all theſe kinds aredifferent one from another, ſo I will re- 
ferrechecxamples of each ſort to his ſeuerall place, that the cf- 
ficaciethereof may beethe better perceiued, And firſt ofchoſe 
which hauefallen away through feare and infirmitie,andafter- 
ward inorderoftherelt. Although thatthey who by the con- 
ceitand feare of cortures preſented before they eyes, orof ſpee- 


_dic and cruell death threarencg againſt them , doe declineand 
flide backefrom the profeſſion of the Golpell, may pretend 


for excuſe the weaknelle and feeblencfle of thefleſh, yer doubr- 
leſſethgy arcfound guilric before che throne of God, forpre. 
ferring the Joue of this cranficorie and temporarie life before 


the zeale of his glorie, and the honour which is dueto his one- 
ly begotten ſonne, eſpecially at that time when they are cal- 
ledontof e by their Martyrdome, to witneſle his ſa- 
cred mere 1 rh. 4 and hee deſireth moſt to bee glorified 
by their free and conſtant perſcuerance therein: to the = 
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erſcuerancethey are exhorted by many faire promiſes of crer- 
nll fe and happinele and from che contrarie, terrified by 
threats of and confuſion, and ypon paine to beediſcar- 
ded from the preence of Chriſt before God, becauſe m—_ 
denied him here before men: which is che miſcrieof all miſe- 
rics, and the greateſt chac can to any man; for what (hal 
become of that manwhomthe of God doth not acknow- 
ledge? Nowto prooue that God is re offended 
at this faint-hearred cowardlineſle , hee hi th made 
knowne vato vs by the puniſhments which diuers times hee 
hath ſent vpon the heads of ſuch offendors : As in the time 
of che Emperour. Valerian , the _—_— perſecutor of che 
Church, vnder whoſe perſecution albeit that many champi- 
ons beſtirred chemſclues moſt valiancly inthat combae of faith, 
yer there wanted nor ſome whole hears failing chem, and who 
in ſtead of maintaining and ſtanding for their cauſeto the death 
as horas kinda cnlgiead gaue vp themſelues to 
the enemic ac firſt aſſaule. Amongſt the amber of which doub- 
tic ſouldiers, there was onethat went vp into the Capitoll at 
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Rome, inthatplace where Jwpiter: Templeinoldtime ſtood, Cipriex in his

Another woman well {triken in yeares, that in hke manner 
had reuolred from the eruch, thruſt her (elfe norwithſtanding in- - 
to theaflemblie of the tarrhtfull, as they were receming the 
Sacrament : bur that boly tood which nouriſhed the ſoules 
of them that bcleeucd, rurned to her bane ; for ſhee found 
there in ſtcad of a peace a ſword, in ſtead of nouriſhment 
deadliceand mortall poyſon, in ſuch ſort, that immediately af- 
terthereceirof chat holy Supper, ſhe beganto be meruellouſly 
troubled and vexed in ſoule,and felt the hand of God fo heauic 
vpon her for her offence commirred in denying her Saujour 
co ſhun her perſecution, thattrembling and ſtamping ſhee fell 


downe dead. ' 
T here was alſo in like manner a certaineman, that having re- 


nounced his faich, did norwithftanding preſent himſelte at the 
celebration of rhe holy Supper, p—__ come and cat at 
his table whom he had al:ttle before denyed, but receiucd into 
his hand partof the Sacrament as well asthe reſt, and thinking 
to put it into his mouth, it was turned into aſhes; — he 
ſtood amazed,and confounded in him(elfe,God manifeiting 1 
him,that he that reuoked his faith, and recciled from Chriſt Ic. 
ſus,Chriſt Icſus would recoilefrom him, and giue him ouer to 
death,by depriuing hum of his grace, and ſpoyling him of the 
power of his quickening and ſauing ſpirit.

uery day more and more. But it was not long erehe was com- 
Pp of ro the Popes embaſladour; vvhich when he vnder- 
, and ſaw the danger wherein he was like to fall, after he 

had long debated and diſpuced the marrerin-his owne confei- 
ence, the counſaile of che fleſh and worldhe wifedomeprevay- 
ling, hereſolued ar laſt to goe tothe embaſladonr, ro the intent 
ro e his wrath, and doe whatſoener he ſhould command: 
Thus comming to Verice, and oyerruled with immoderate 
feare, haven thar he had done atnifle; and craued par- 
don toc the ſame, fins eucr afrer ro be an obedichr fub- 
ieto the Popes lawes : and that which is more, whers it' was 
enioyned him, thatar his rerurne home he ſhontd 1m h1s owne 
countrey opeuly-recant his former profeſſion, he refufed; nor, 
bur perfornied his recancarion in duefort. Buri chdncedvery 
ſoonhe after, char ekus raferable marvteltfickeof Boche and foote, 
and began codefpaireof Gods mercie towards him, His Phy- 
fitian perceiung his diſpoſirion, ugged; thar the caule of his 
badues difeale was a vehement conceir and thought'of 'mind; 
and therefore caue adulſe xo miruſter counfUlbeo tig/erowbled 
mind very carctully chacche cauſe bejrio rakkenaway;thereffet 
alſo might furceaſe, To this end many d men frequented

he refuſed all manner of ſuſtenance, rebuking and bein 
with his ſonnes that opened his mouth co make hina (wal 
Gene foadep elieine him, Gaying Since he had forſaken his 
Lord and maſter, all his creacures ought to forſake himy I am 
I rannoney that hachnot con- 
ſpired co wor e my deſtruQion; letme e, let me die, that I 
may goeand feele that vaquenchable fire, vvhich alreadiecon- 
ſi me, and which I can by no/meanes eſcape . And thus 
he died indeed pined to death in deſpaire and horrible torment 
of conſcience. 

Centur.z.cap.rs Nichomachus, a man that ſtoutly profeſſed Chriſt Teſus in 
proſperitie, being broughe to his criall at Troas, and put into 
torments, he derued him; and being deliucred by that meanes, 
conlerxed tooffer ſacrifice vnto idols : But as ooneas he had fi- 
niſhed his ſacrifice, he was hoiſted vp by the ſpirit of darkneſle, 
whoſe darling now he was,and daſhed againſt the carth:ſo that 
his teeth biting his prophane rongue(wherewith he had denied 
his Saujor)ia rwoghe died incontinently. 

Yheatrum by. Tame aprofellorof the true religion, was ſeduced by his 

floricwmn, brother to cleaue vntoPoperie,and to his firſt loue: bur 
for his defeion from the truth the Lord gaue him vp into are- 
probar ſence; ſothat falling inco deſpai hanſelfe,

home: and after falling deadly ficke, would never recciue any 
meat, but yomited {{]l,and complained of that ſtinke, curſing 
the Crow that had poyſoned him : to be ſhotr,uithin few daies 
he _ deſperately,without any token of repencance of his for-

thirteenth of Deutcronomue, by the 


lawgiuer of heauen, whuch is this : If the inhabitants of any ( itie 


baxe turned ſrom the Lord, to follow after ſtrange Gods, let them 
be deſtroyed with the edge of their ſward, and their Citie conſumed 
with fire, that they may be viterly raſed out and brought to nothing. 
This was the finneof Salomon King of Iſrael (a braueand migh- 
tic kingdome in his time) a man ſubic ro none for power, 
nor fearing any for authoriic : yer for all chis ſo falthily recoy- 
ling from the truth which he knew and had profeiled, thac in 


ſtead of ſeruing the true God , he became a ſerter vp of falſe 


idols,and that of his owne free will and pleaſure : he that had 
beene ſo well brought vp and inſtruQed from his childhood in 
true religion by hus ſchoolemaſter the Prophet Nathan, into 
whole charge he was committed : and {ootrenand earneſtly ad. 
moniſhed by his father Dad, to obſerve diligently che law of 
God, to dire(t his wayes thereby; and whom God vouchſafed 
this honor toappearerwice vnto,and to cnrichand adorne with 
ſuch exccllentwiſdome,thatche queene of Saba hearing his rc. 
rt, came to Terulalem.to be his auditor : even this Sa/omm in 

is old age, when he ſhould haue beene molt ſtedfaſt and con- 
ſtant, ſuffered himſelfero be ſeduced by the entiſements of his 
ſtrange wiuesand concubines,to offer ſeruicevntoſtrange gods 
&to torlact}1c God of heauento worſhip the idolsof Be _ 
es,

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tiles, And as his renowne was great and famous before for 77 

building that ſumptuous and beaurifull temple at Ierufalem, 
ſo was his obloquwe and reproch the greater tor crefting altars 

and chappels, for the idols of his wives and concubines, cuen* 
for cucry one of their idols, to the intent to flatrer and pleaſc 
their humors : it was therefore iuſt and equall, that the Lord 
(his wrath being prouoked againſt him) rayſed vp ewoſtrong 
enemies that wrought him and his people much ſcath. Yea 
moreouer /eroboam one of his owne ſeruants (vvhileſt he yer 
lived) was by the ordinance of God deſigned King ouer tenne 
Tribes, and ſo God puniſhed him for his idolatrieand back. 
fliding, leauing him bur a {mall portion of the kingdometo 
continueto his ſucceſlors : vyhich had it not beene tor his fa- 
ther Daxids(ake had beenealſorakenaway. Ir is crue that we 
read not that he cuer hindered the ſeruice of the temple, or 
lled or perſuaded any man to worſhip an Idoll : yer he 

did ynough to make him culpable before God of a grieuous 
fiane, in that he being the head and ſoucraigne mag1{trate of 
the people, commited ſuch wickedneſle andfuch Apoſtaſic in 
Iſrael : Fefede it 18a marucllous e thing, that in all his 
hiſtorie there is not ſo much as any token menrioned, or to be 
cathered,of his true repentance after this notable fall. And he 
well weigheth the nature and qualitic of chis ſinne, ſhall 
eciue that it ſomewhat reſembleth that whuch is ſpoken of 
mthe f1xr chapterto the Hebrewes, verl. 4; 5,6, for Sa/omgn 
was not ſo 1gnorant and deſtitmreof the knowledge of Go , 
but rather had the treaſure of wiſedome in fulneſle and abun- 
dance, and was endowed with the gifts and graces of Gods (pi- 
rit, that he was able to inſtru others, and to diſcharge a Doc- 
rors placeinthe Church, as he alſo did both by word and wri- 
ting. And alchoughthattche ſonneof God was not as then yer 
manifeſted in the fleſh, yer the power and cfficacie of his death 
being everlaſting, and Eom the beginning, vvhereof the law, 
with the ceremonies and facrihces thereof , was as it were 2

that he had diſpoſed and put inorder his publike affaires, for 
the ratifying'and confirming of his kingdome; preſently he 
and all his people forſooke the law of God, and gaue them. 
ſelucs ouer to idolatrie and other grieuous fannes : yvherefore 
the Lord alſo forſooke and gauechem ouer to the hands of Ce- 
: ſac Kingof £gypt, that rayſed vp a mightie powerof men, c- 
ucn a thouſand and two hundred chariots,threeſcore thouſand 
horſemen, with an infinite multitude of foormen,to make warre 
againſt him: ſothat all the ſtrong Cities and Fortreſles of Tuda, 

no nor Hieruſalem ic ſelfe, was ſtrong ynongh to repulſe him 

from ſacking and taking them, and robbing che Temple of 

their treaſures, and deſpoyling the Kings palaces of his riches, 

and carrying back inro Xgyprta rich prey ofthe beſt and beau. 
tifulleſt chings that were therein. And this was the firſt ſhake 

char ever this kingdome recciued fince it was a kingdome, 
vyhereby ir began to waine anddecline : Notwithſtanding all 

this, yet the Lord had compaſſion and pitie of him and his 
people, and would not ſuffer his dignitic co be troden vnder 
footand quite ſuppreſſed, bur reſtored him once againe into 

an honoural;!: eftate, becauſe when he was reproued by Se- 

meia the Prophet, he humbled hunſclte betore the Lord, -

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his Princes alſo : vvhich is a manifeſt ſigne that his ſinne was 
not an vniuerſall Apoſtaſie, vvhereby he was wholly turned a- 
fide from God and all hope of grace; bur it was a particular 
reuole, ſuch as was that of his forefathers, the children of If- 
rael, when they imagined that God would be preſent with 
them inthe idolatrous golden Calfe, and in that figure ro wor- 
ſhip him; fo grofle and ſenceleſle were they : although yer 
Ps dh finne ſcemeth to exceed theirs in greatneſle and guil- 
tinelle, 

The Iewes that inthe time of Prolomey Philopater abode in 
&gypt,and willingly renounced the law and ſernice of Godin 
hopethereby berter to prouide for their worldlie commodities, 
enioyed not long their eaſe and proſperitie : for the other Tewes 
which had couragiouſly ſtucke to their profeſſion , and had 
beene miraculouſly deliuered from their enemies, being grie- 
ued and chafed art their recoyle, made their ſupplications to 
the King (whoſe heart God enclined to fauour their ſuit)that he 
would permit them to revenge Gods quarell vpon thoſe A- 
poſtaracs as they had deſerued: alledging, that it was hard for 
chemeco be trucſubiets torheKing, vvho for their bellies ſake 
had rebelled againſt the commaundements of God. The King 
ſeeing their requeſt reaſonable, and their reaſons vyhich they 
allcaged _ not onely commended them, bur gaue them full 
authoritieto deſtroy all thoſe that could be fad in any place 
of his dominuon, without any further inquirie of the caule, or 
incelligenceof the Kings authoritie: infomuch that they pur to 
deathall thoſe that they knew to haue defiled chemſclues by 
filthie idols, doing them before all the ſhame they could, de- 
uiſe: ſo thatat thattime there were diſpatched aboue three hun- 
dred perſons : which when they had accompliſhed, chey re- 


joyced greatly.

AS a5 A worſhip: but alſo of a purpoſed ma- 
lice ſetthemſclues againſt che ſame, yea and endcuour withall 
cheir power verterly to raceand rootit out, and in ſtead thereof 
to plant the lics,crrors, and illuſions of Sathan, by all meanes 
poſſible. Againſt this kind of monſters,ſentence is pronounced 
inthe thirteenth of Deutcronomie, to wit, That iwwſtice ſhould 
be executed vpon them with all extremirie, and no mercieand 
ins ſhowen vpon him, be he Prophet or what elſe,that 
goeth about to ſeduce others fromtheſervice ofthe Almighty, 
to follow falſe Gods . This is the pitfall wherein [eroboam the 


firſt King of Iſraell ſlipped by che peruerſeneſle of his owne 
conſcience; who as he Fad by his rebellion againſt Rehoboaw 
and the houſe of Dawid vpreared a new kingdome, ſo by re- 
bellion againſt God and his houſe (in hope by thar meanes to 
retaine his vſurped {tarcand people inſubiettion )vpreared al. 
ſo anew religion: for diſtrufting che promiſes of God which 
were made him by the Prophet efb1as, as rouching the realme 
of Iſracll which he was alreadic in poſlefſion of, and deſpifing 
the good counſaile of God , in reſpe&t of his owne inuent1- 
ons, he was ſo beſotted and bleared with them, that iuſt after 


the paternc cf his idolatrous forefathers, who by cheir Zgyp- 
tian 
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tian tricks had prouoked thewrath of God againſt themſclues, 81 
he ſer vp golden calues,and cauſed _—_— them, 
keepingthem'ſo from going to Icruſalem to worſhip God:nor 
yer content with this,he alſo erefed high places to fer his idols 
1n; and having reſtrained the Priclts aud Leuites from the cx- 
erciſc of their charge, he ordained a new order of Prieſts to (a- 
crifice and miniſter ynto his gods, and proclaimed a newer 
feaſt chan that that was in Iuda; cuen the ſeuenth day of the 
eight moneth : wherein he not only exiled the pure and fincere 
po ſcruice of God, bur alſo peruerted and turned vplide downe the 
Ecclehiaſticall diſcipline and policie of Gods Church, which 
by the law had becne inſticuced. And that which is yer more, 
as he was offering incenſe on che altar at Bechel, whenthe Pro- 1 King, t 3. 
pher cryed out againſtche altar, and exclaimed againſt charfil- 
chie idolatric, by denouncing the vengeance of God againſt it, 
and che maintainers thereof, he was ſo deſperate and ſencelefle Contempt of 
as to offer violence to him, and co commaund, that he ſhould Gods word. 
be attached : burthe power of Gods diſpleaſure was vpon him ©**43+ 
byand by: for that hand which he had ſtretched out againſt 
the Prophet dryed vp, fo that he could not draw it backe a- 
gainez and at the very inſtant, for a more manifeſt declaration 
of the wrath of God , the altar rent in pieces , and the aſhes 
that were within were diſperſed abroad, And although ar the 
prayer of that holy man his dryed hand was reſtored to his 
former ſtrength and ſoundnceſle, yet returned not he from his 
vniuſt and difloyall dealing, but obſtinarely continued therein 
cill his dying day. Wherefore alfo the fierce wrath of God han- 
redand purſued hmm continually : for firſtofall he wasrobbed 1.King.14. 
of his ſonne Ab1a,dying through fickneſle; then he was ſet vp- 
on by 46:4 King of Iuda with an armie of foure hundred chou- 2.Chron.z. 
ſand men of warre: & though his power was double in 
and number, arifing to cight hundred thouſand perſons, yer 
was heand his yaſt armic quite d:{comfited : for he loſt ar 
field fue hundred chouſand of his men, beſide certaine Citics

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his courage was ſoabated and impoueriſhed euer after this,that 
he could never recouer ſtrength to rcfiſt the King of Iuda any 
more: And ſo God revengedt oncethe Apoſtalic both ofthe 
Kingand peopleof Itracl; and laſt of all ſoſtrucke him ater, 
thar he died, 

loram King, of Inda, although his father To/aphat had in- 
{trufted him trom his childhood with helibend wholeſome 
precepts,and fer before his factthe exampleof hisownezeale,

Prophet moſt ſharpely reproued him by letters, the contents 
whereof in ſumme was this : That becauſc he rebelled againſt 
the Lord God of hs fathers, therefore the peoplethar were 
in his ſubieion ſhould rebell againſt him . Preſendly.che 
Arabians and Philiſtims roſe vp againſt him,waſted his coun. 
trey, robbed him of his treaſures, tooke away his wiues, and 
put all his children to the ſword, except little Ochozias his 
youngelt ſonne that was preſerued : And after all theſe mi- 
ſcries the Lord ſmotc him with ſo outragious and yncurable 
a diſeaſe in his bowels, that atrer rwo yeares torment hee 
died thereof, his guts being fallen out of his bellic vvith 
anguiſh, 

Toas allo, King of the ſame countrey , was one to whom 
God had beene many waves benefic:a!l from his infancie: for 
he was euen then miraculouſly preſerued from the bloudic hand 
of : Athalia, and after brought vp inthe houſeof God, vnder 
the tuition of chat good Prieſt /eboiada: yet he was no ſooner 
hfted vp into his royall dignitic,but by and by heand his peo- 
Ple ſtarted akide, to the worſhip of Rockes and ſtones, at chat

Gods Indgements. through Malice, 
timewhenhe had taken ypon him the repaire of the houſe of 83 
God. Burall chis came to paſlc afterthe deceaſe of that good 
Prieſt his tutor, vvhoſe dceds rowards him in ſauing his 
life, and giuing him the Crowne, he moſt ynthanktully recom- 
penced, by purting to death his ſonne Zacharias, whom he cau- , 100.14. 
{ed (forreprouing and threatning his idolarrie ina publike aſ- 
ſembly, incited thereto by che ſpirit of God) to be ſtoned to 
death inthe porchof the Temple, Bur ſeeing hedid fo rebel- 
liouſly ſerhimſelfe againſt che holy ſpirit, as it he would hane 
qo G—__ and extingutthed the power thereof, by the 
cath of this holy Propher by whom it ſpake, God hiſled for 
an armic of Syrians that gaue him barre!l, and conquered his 
ſouldiors, who in outward ſhew ſeemed much woes for 
them: His Princes alſo that had ſeduced him, were deſtroyed, 
and himſelfe vexed with grievous diſcaſes ; till ar length his 
own ſeruants conſpired againſt him for chedeath of Zacharias, 
and ſluchim on his bed : yea, and his memorie was ſo odious, 
that they could not affoord hima burying place among the ſe- 
pulchresof cheir Kings. 
eAmazzas theſonne of this wicked father, carried himſelfe 2.Chron.x5- 
alſo atthe firſt vprightly cowards God in his (eruice, but it la- 
ſted nor long; tor a while after he was corrupted and turned a- 
fide from that good way which he had _ , to read inthe 
by-pathes of his father /oas: for after he had conquered the 
Idumeans,and ſlaine ewentie thouſand men of warre,and ſpoy- 
led divers of their Ciries, in ſtead of rendring due thankes to 
God,who(withour the aid of the Iſraelites) had given him that 
vidtorie, heſer yp the gods of the Edomites,which he had rob- 
bed them of,to be his gods, and ins ray burned incenſc 
tothem; ſo void of ſence and reaſon was he. A ingrebu- 
ked by the Prophet of his aduerſe dealing,he was fo farre from 
humbling and repenting himſelfe thereof, that quite contracie 
he proudly withſtood and reieted the Prophets chreatning, 
— him with aps he ceaſed not T hus by this meanes 
auing aggrauated his finne , and ing more and more 
G Jj 8 ob. 
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obſtinate, God made him an inſtrumene to haſten his owne de. 
ſtruſion : for being proud, and puffed vp with the ouerthrow 
which he gavethe Edomires, he defied the King of Iſrael, and 
provoked him to battell alſo; but full euill ro his caſe: for he loſt 
the day,and was carried priſoner to Ieruſalem; vyhere (before 
his face for more reproch) foure hundred cubirs of the wall was 
broken downe, the temple and palace ranſackt of his treaſures, 
and his children carricd for hoſtages to Samaria. And not lo 
after, treaſon was deuiſed againſt him in Icruſalem , fo that he 
fled co Lachith, and being purſued thither alſo,was there taken 
and put to death, 

Likewiſe Kinge haz, for making molten Images for Bae- 
lm,and walking 1 the idolatrous wayes of the Kings of Iſrael, 
and burning his ſonnes with fire,after the abhominations of the 
heathen, in the valley of Ben-Hinnon,was forſaken ofthe Lord, 
and delivered into rt hands of the King of Syria,who catried 
him priſoner to Damaſcus : and not ns fo, but was alſoſub- 
dued by Pekah King of Ifracl,in that great batrell, wherein his 
owne ſonne, with foureſcorerhouland men atarmes,wereſlaine: 
yea, and two hundred thouſand of all forts, men, women, and 
children taken priſoners : forall theſe chaſtiſements did he not 
once reforme his life, but racher grew worſe and worſe. To 
make ypthe number of his ſinnes, he would needs ſacrifice to 
the godsof Damaſcus alſo, thin«ing to find ſuccour at their 
hands: ſothat he vtterly defaced thetrue ſervice of God at Te- 
ruſalew, broke in pieces the holy vellels, lockt vp the temple 
dores, and placed intheir ſtead his abhominable Idols, forthe 
pcople to worſhip, atiereRed alcars in cuery corner of the Ci. 
tie todoe ſacrifice on. But as he rebelled on cuery fide againſt 
his God, fo God rayſed vp enemieson euery (ide to diſturbe 
him : The Edomites and Philiſtims aſſaulted him on one ſide, 
beat his people, rooke and ranſackt his Cities : on the other 
Ide, the Aſſyrians whom he had hired with a great ſumme for 
his _ , turned to his vadoing, and vtter overthrow and

ble ,- either by forcero ruinateand deſtroy ir, or by fineſlerghes 
and ſubciltiesro vndermine it. And becauſe his Wasto 
doe what hurt hee couldto Chriſtians, therefore hee ſtudied by 
all he could to pleaſe, content, and vphold the attain 
meaneche Painims : hee cauſed their temples firſt co bee = 
ned, which Conſtaxtine his predeceſlour had cauſed to bee 
vp: heetooke from the Chriſtian churches and their miniſters, 
thoſe priuiledges, liberties, and commodiries which theſaid 
Conftantine had beſtowed vpon them : and nor content with 
this, he confiſcated the Church revenues, and impoſed great 
taxes anderibures vpon all that profeſſed the name of Chriſti- 
ans, and forbad them to haue any ſchooles of learning for their 
children © 00.5 Dr en them, hee tranſ(la- 
ced many orders of the Church diſcipline and policie into Pa- 

ſme. After hee had thus by all meanes ſtriven to beac 
downe the (cepter of Chriſts kin i curned quite contra- 
rieto his expeRatior; for in ſtead thereof the ſceprer of his own 
kingdome was broken and —_— to nought: at that time 
when makmg warre ypon the Per 
an arrow, which pierced hisarmour, and diued fo deepe into 
his fide,chat he died thereof. When he vndertooke this voyage 
he was furniſhed with ſuch brauerie both of apparcl! and all 
things elſc,as it might ſeeve ir incdto himand none ele 
to ouerwheime and overſway the world, ſhll belching, our 
chreats againſt poore Chriſtians, whom hee had dereruuped 
at hisrerurne from Perſia viterly wo deſtroy, and leaue none a- 
liue,as was afterwards reported by one of his Councell. The 
number of his ſouldiers was ſo innumerable, and his ſtrengthſo 
ir. ps he madeno other reckoning, but to be lord 
of ina veric ſhortſpace. Bur loe how the Lord overtur-

Inall which examples we may fee how-God doth 
not enely puniſh heretikes themſclues, but alſo their fauorers 
and ſupporters, yea the verie places and cities wherein they

$ God is a fpiritand truth, ſo heyill 
be worſhipped intruch of fpiritand 
affeQion, and not in hypocrificand 
diſſimulation : for which cauſe he 
commaunderh vs by the mouth of 
Moſer in the foxt and tenth chap- 
rers of Deutcronomie, To lowe and 
| ' honozr hin with at or hears, - 
onr ſonle, and all oy firength Which res are'fo farte 
from doing, that they haue nothing in but a vaine ſhew 
of coyned religion, and fo by that meanes breake the firſt 
commaundement, thinking to 'bleare Godf eyes with their 
outward ſhewes and ceremonies, as if he wete like men, to 
ſee nothing but thar which is without; and offererh ir ſelfe 
tothe view : bur it is quite contrarie: for it'is he that deſcry- 
eth the heart, and ſearcherth our all che corners thereof, ro ſee 
what truth and ſinceritic is therein, and therefore hateth and 
detefteth'all hypocriſie, and abhotreth all ſuch ſervice as is 
performed onely forfiſhion ſake, or in regard of men :as ap- 
peareth by the reproofes and checks which the Propher £/ 
denounceth againſt the hypocrites of his time; who wade 
ſhew of honouring God, bur it was burwith their lips, and 
vaineand friuolons ceremomes, not in/truth of heart and af 
fetion : ſo our Sauiour Chriſt thundred out his curſes a+ 
gainſt the Scribes and Pharifies with the judgemerits & vet 
geanceof God for their hypocrifie, With this firine was Ba. 
lam that wicked Prophet;,vpon whom God beſtowed i cet. 
raine gift of prophecie, infeſted: for when king Balac ſent for 
himeo curſe che I(raclites, he made as though he would nor 
enterpriſe any thing contrarie to the will of God,as if he had 
had him in great reverence and eſtimation : —

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enemies, or any other . Moreouer, in the ſcucnth law he 
willetch, that not ſo much as his owne courtiers and ſer- 
uants , if they were found faultic in this crime, ſhould be 
yu bur ſeuerely puniſhed : yer nenerthelefle, many of 
this age giue themſclues ouer to this filthic ſinne, without 
either feare of God, or reſpeGt of law : ſome through a 
tooliſh and dangerous curioſitic, others throughthe ouer- 
ruling of their owne vile and wicked aftc&ions, and a 
third fort troubled with the terrors of an cuill conſcience, 
-=_ 1 knowwhat ſhall befall and happen vnto them in 
the end. 

Thus Sax/the firſt King of Iſrael being troubled in him- 
felfe,and terrified with the armie of the Philiſtims that came 
_ him,would needs foreknow his owne fortune, and the 
iſſue of this doubrfull warre. Now whereas before whilſt he 
performed the dutic of a good King, and obeyed the com- 
maundement of God, he had cleanſed his realme of Witches 
and Enchanters, yetis henowſo mad as to make them ſcrue 
his owne turne,and to vſc their counſels in his extremirie,ad- 
ding this wickedneſlero the number of hisother great ſinnes, 
thatrche meaſure thereof mighe be full : he wene thereforero 
a Witch to ſeeke counkil,wbo cauſed a dinel| ro appeareand 
fpeake vnto him inthe ſhape of Samwe/, and foretell himof 
(Gods juſt judgement ypon his wickedneſle) his veter and 
finall ruine - deſtruQion. 

An example not much vnlike vnto this, in the event, 
bur moſt like in practiſe, wee find recorded of Na- 
tholicus , the one and thirticth King of the Scors : vvho, 
after he had vnjuſtly vſurped the Crowne and Scepter, 
and inſtalied himſclfe by much bloudſhed into the throne 
of the Kingdome by open ineruſfion, and no apparent 
ſhew of riche , fought by the ſame meanes to confirme 


and eſtabliſh the Kingdome vnto him : And therefore 
(as vvickedneſle is alwayes accompanied with CE 
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and feare) he ſent one of his rruſtieſt friends to a Witch, to 

uire of things to come, boch what ſucceſle he ſhould hauc 
in ki kingdome, and alſo how long he ſhould live : the 
Witch anſwered, that he ſhould not live long, but ſhould 
ſhortly þe murthered, not by his enemie, but by his familiar 
friend : whenthe meſlenger vrged in of whom, ſhee 
anſwered, of him : he dereſting her at firſt, and abhorring 
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the thought of any ſuch villanie: yer at length conſidering -» 


that it was no ſafe courſe to diſcloſe the Witgches anſwere, 
and onthe other (ide, that it could nor be concealed, reſol- 
ued for his moſt fecuritic rather to kill che T yran, with the 
fauour of than co ſaue him alive, with d of his 
owne head. Therefore as ſoone as he returned home, be- 
ing in ſecret alone with the Kimg, to declarevnto him the 
Witches anſwere, hefſlew him ſnddenly, and gaue him his 
juſt deſert both for his horrible crvcdiic and wicked Sorce- 
nie.” Let all them that make no conſcience of running to 
Wieches,cither for their loſt goods, or for recoucrie of their 
owne or friends health, remember this example, cicher for 
cheir inſtrution to amend, or for their terror, if they conti- 
nue char diuelliſh practiſe. \ 

Plutarch inthe life of Remnlns reporteth of one Cleome- 
des, a man in proportion of bodie and cruell prattiſcs, huge 
and gyantlike : who for that he was the cauſe of the death of 
many little children,and was purſued bythe parents of thoſe 
dead infants, who ſought to be reuenged on him for thar 
cruell part, he hid himlelfe ina coffer, clofing the lid faſt 
co him: but when the coffer was broken vp, the Coniurer 
was not therein neither alive nor dead, bur was tranſporred 
by the malicious ſpirit the deuill , vnto a place of greater 
torment,

Auncient hiſtories make mention of one P5/0, a man of Tacit, 


credit and authoritic among the Romanes, whom the Empe- 

rour Tiberius gaue vnto his ſonne Germanicus for an helper 

and counſellor in h_ . 
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113 well washe perſuaded both of his ſufficiencie, courage, and 

loyaltie towards hum. Ir'chaunced a while after that he was 

ſulpeRed to haue bewitched to death the ſaid Germanicus: 

che ſignes and markes of which (uſpition were , certaine 

dead mens bones digged our of the carth with divers 

charmes and curſes,and Germamcns name engrauen in tables 

of lead,and ſuch hike traſh which Witches exerciſe ro mur- 

ther men withall,were found with him: whereupon Tiberius 

humſelte accuſed him of that crime, but would not haue the 

ordinarie judges to fit ypon it; but by ſpeciall priuiledge 

commutced the enquiric thereof vnto the Senate ._ Pyſo, 

when eucry man chought he was preparing himfelfe for his 

defence againſt the morrow (likea wiſe man to preuent all 

miſchiefes) was found dead the day before, hauing his chroat 
cur, and,as moſt likelyhood was, finding himſelte guiltic of 
the fat,& too weake to overweigh the other (ide,foreſtalled 
the infamicof a moſt ſhamectull death,by killing humſclte;al. 
though there bechat ſay, that the Emperor ſent one of purpole 
to diſpatch him in this manner. 

Lib,z.cap.q, Of - Olans Magn telleth of one Methotin,a noble Magitian in 
the Northren old time, that by his deluſions did fo deceive and. blind the 


peoplc.. _ Poore ignorant people, that they accounted him notoply for 
Referre this ſomemightie man, burrather for ſome demie god; & 1ntoken 
alſo to of the honour and reuerence they bare him, they offered 


ub.1.c4p-24 facrifices vnto him;which he refuſed not: bur at laſt his kna» 
ucricsand couſenages being laid open,they killed him whom 
before they ſo much eſteemed : and becauſe his dead carkaſle 
with filthie ſtink infeed the approchers,they digged it vp, 
and broached it vponthe end of a ſtake, to be deuoured of 
wild beaſts. Wis | | 
Chap.18,ofthe Anothercalled Hollere ( as the ſame Author witneſleth) 
forclaid book, played the liketricks inabuſing the peoples minds as ſtrong- 
ly as the other did, inſomuch that he was reputed alſo for a 
god; for he joined with his craft ſtrength and power,tomake 
himſclfe of greater authoritic jn the world, When he liſted 3 
| paſlle 
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paſſe ouer the ſea, he v{:d no other ſhip, but a Lone figured 
wich cerraine charmes,whereby he was tranſported, as 1t boch 
ſaylcs and wind had helped and driven him forwards; yet his 
enchanced bone was nor of power to ſauce him from being 
murthered of his cnemes. 

T he ſame Author writeth,that in Denmarke there wasone 
Ottoa great rouer and pirat by ſea, who vicd likewiſe to palle 
che cas without the helpe of ſhip or any other veſlell, and 
ſunkcand drowned all his enemies with the waues, which by 
his cunning he ſtirred vp: but ar laſt chis cunning p_ 
was ouerreached by one more expert in his art than hamlelte, 
and as he had (ſerued others, ſo was he himſclfe ſerucd, cuen 
{wallowed vpof the waues. 

There was a Coniurer at Salrzbourg that vaunted, that he 
could gather together all che ſerpents within halfe a wyle 
round about into aditch, and feed them and bring them vp 
there: and being abour the experiment, behold the old and 

and ſerpent came in the while, which whilſt he thoughe by 
. force of his charmes to make to enter into the ditch a- 
mon? the reſt, he ſet ypon,and incloſed hun round about like 
a girdlefo ici he drew him perforce intothe ditch 
with him,where he miſerably died. Marke here the wages of 
ſuch wicked miſcreants,that as they make it their occupation 
to abuſe ſimple folke, they arethemſelues abuſcd and couſe- 
ned of the diuell,who is a finer iuglerthanthem all, 

It was a very lamentable ſpe&tacle that chaunced to the 
gouernour of Maſcon,a Magitian, whom the diuell ſnatched 
in dinnerwhile,and hoiſted alofr,carrying himchree rimes 

br the rowne of Maſcon in the preſence of many behol- 
ders, to whom he cryed on this manner, Helpe, helpe, my 
friends; ſo that the whole towne ſtood amazed thereat, yea 
and che remembrance of this e accident ſticketh at 
this day faſt in the minds of ali che inhabitants of this coun- 
trey : and they ſay, that this wretch hauing giuen himſelfeco 
the diuell, prouided ſtore of "Bl . call « 
11 c 
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healwaics carried about with him,thinking thereby to keepe 
himſelic from his clawes; but it ſerucd him co ſmall ſtead, as 
lus end declared, 

About the yeare 1437, Charlesthe ſeuenth being King of 
Fraunce,Sir Giles of Britaine, Lord of Rayes,and ugh Con- 
ftableof Fraunce,wasacculed(by the report of Enguerran de 
Monſtrelet ) for hauing murthered many infants and women 
great with child, ro the number of cightſcore or more, with 
whoſe blaud he cither writor cauſed to be written books full 
of coniurations, hoping by that abhominable meanes to at- 
eaine to high matters: but it happened cleane croſle and con- 
trarie to his expeRacion and praGtiſe: for being conuinced of 
thoſe horrible crimes(ir being Gods will that ch grolleand 
palpable finnes ſhould not go ynpuniſhed) he was adiudged 
to be hanged and burned to death, which was alſo accor- 
dingly executed at Nantes by the authoritie of the Dukeof 
Britaine. 

Tohn Francis Pieus of Mirand faith, that he conferred di- 
uers times with many, who being enticed witha vaine hope 
of knowing things to come, were afterwards fo grieuvally 
rormenced by the diuell ( with whom chey had made ſome 
bargaine)that they thought themſelues thrice happie,if they 
eſcaped with their lives. He ſaith moreouer,thar chere was in 
his time a certaine Connurer that promiſed a too curious and 
no great wiſe Prince, ro preſent vnto him vpon a _—_— 
ſiege of Troy, and «Mchulles and Hettorfighring together as 
they did when they were aliue; but he could not 
his promiſe, for another ſport and ſpectacle more hideous 

ouglyto his perſon; for he was takenaway ale by a di- 
uell infuch ſort,that he was never afterwerd heard of. 


In our owne memorie the Earle of Aſpremont and his 
brother lord of Orne were tnade famous and in cucry mans 
mouth for cheir ſtrangeand prodigious fears, wherein they 
wereſo vnreaſonably diſlolate and vainglorious, that forne- 


eime chey made it their fport and paſtime to breake _

all the windowes about the caſtle Aſpremont where they 
kept (which lyeth in Lorraine two miles from S. Michael) 
and threw them peccemeale into a deepe well, to heare them 
crie plumpe: butthis vaine exceſſepreſaged arnineand de- 
ſtruftionto come,as well ypon their houleywhich at this pre. 
ſenclicth deſolate & ruinous in many reſpe&s, as vponthem- 
ſclues tharfiniſhed their dayes in miſerie oneafter another ; 
as we ſhall now vnderſtand ofthe one,the Lord of Orne: as 
for che Earle, how he died ſhal more art large bedeclared clſc- 
where, Now it chanced that as the Lord of Orne was of 
molt wicked and cruell conditions, fo he had an evill fauou- 
red leok;anfwerable to his inclination and name,to be a con- 
jurer: thereportthat went of his crueltie was this; T harypon 
a rime he purthe baker(one of his ſeruants, whoſe wife he v- 
ſed ſecretly to enterraine)into atunne, which he cauſed to bee 
rowled fromthe top of a hil into the bottome, bounſing ſome 
times as high as a pike, asthe gaue occakion: but by the 
mercievf God,norwi ng all this,this poore man 
Deed his life. Furthermore, it was a common report, chat 
when any Gentlemen or Lords came to ſee him, they were 
entertained(as rhey thought)veric honourably, being ſerued 
with all ſore of molt daintie fare and exquitite diſhes,as if he 
had notſpared to makethem the beſt cheerethat might bee; 
bur at their departure they that thought chemſclues well re- 
freſhed, found their ſtomacke emprie and almoſt pined for 
wantof food, hauing neither caten nor drunke any Ningtine 
in magination onely : and itis to be choughethat their horles 
found no better fare than cheir maſters. Ithappencd one day 
chat a certaine Lord being departed from his houſc,one of his

lay,that he hath been ſcenethroughthe chinke of a doore iy- 
ing onatable. his bellic all at lengrh,& a Munkie ſcour- 
ging him vente {trangely,co whom he ſhould ſay, Let mee a- 
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alone,let mealone , wilt thou alwaics torment mee thus? And 
thus hee continued along time : but at length, after hee had 
made away all his{ubſtance, hee was brought co ſuch extre- 
mitic, that being deſtitureof maintenance and forſakenof 
all men, hee was faine ( for wancof a berter refuge ) to be- 
take himſelfe ro the hoſpitall of Paris , which was his laſt 
manſion houſe wherein hee died. See heere to how pirrifull 
and miſerable an end this man fell , chat hauing been cltce- 
med amongſt che mighties of chis world ; for making no 
more account of God , and for following the illuſions of Sa- 
tan, the common enemic of mankind , became ſo poore 
and wretched as to dic inan hofpitall among cregples and 


beggers. 

Tels notlong ſince there was in Lorraine, a certcineman 
called Conlen,chat was ouermuch giucntothis curſed Arr, a- 
m—_ whoſe trickes this was oneto be wendred at :' that he 
would ſuffer Harquebuſcs or Piſtols to bee ſhot at hum; and 
catch cheir bullets in his hand without recciuing any hue: 
but vpona certaine timeoneof his ſeruants being angry with 
him,hot himſucha knocke with a piſtoll ( notwithitanding 
all his great cunning)that he killed him therewith. 

Moreouer it is worthic to bee obſcrued', chat within theſe 
two hundred yecres hicherto , more monkes and prieſts hauc 
been found giuenouer totheſe abhominations and deuil;ſh- 
neſles,than of all other degrees of people whatſocuer, as it is 
declared in theſecond volume of Enguerran de Monſtrelet 
moreatlarge: where hee maketh mention of a monke that 
vicd to practiſe his forceries inthe top of a tower of an Ab. 
bey lying neereto —— Marne,where the deuils pre- 
ſented themſclues to bee at his commaundement : and this 
was in the raigne of Charles the fixt. Intheſame booke it 
t5recorded , = in theraigne of Charles theſcuenth, one 
Maſter #/://rzams Ediline Dottor in Divinitic,and Prior of S. 
Germaine in Lay, hauing beenan Auguſtin frier , gave him- 
ſelfcrothe deuill forhispleaſure , even to have his will of a 
certaine woman: he was vponatime ina place where a ſyna- 
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ogueof people were red togither , whereto the end 
. t he might quickly be(as bee himſelfecon feſled)hetooke 
a broome and rode vpon : hee confeſled alſo that hee had 


done homage to that enemeie of God the deuill, who appea-

red ynto him inthe ſhape ofa ſheep, and made him kifle his a gyeer kiſſe 
hinder parts,as he _—_ : for which cauſes, hewas placed doubtleſle, 


vpona (caffold , and openly made to wearea paper contai- 
ning his owne faults,and afterwards allctred to liue priſoner 
all Pe reſt of his life ladenwith irons, inthe biſhop of Exrenx 


his houſe, which was accordingly executed, T his happened *

In thereigne of the ſame king 1457, there wasa certaine 
curat of avillage neere to Soillons, who to reuenge himilclte

and with what powerof errour he ouerwhelmeth them, aud 
belide how full of malicechis vncleane ſpirit is, that as it 
were in deſpight of God would profane the holy ſacrament 
of baptiſme. This good holy curatafter he had confecrated 
thc holy hoſt, gaue it alſo roch=-rode co eat. ,and afterward 
reſtored ittothe witch againe, who killing the tode , and 
cutring itin pieces , with other ſuch like ſorceries, cauſcd a 
young wencheo carry it ſecretly into the farmers houſe , and 
to put it vndertherable as they were at dinner , whereupon 
immediatly che farmer and his children that were at the table 
fell ſuddenly ficke, and three daics after died : che witch her 
ſelfe being | 14s acc burned, bur che Curat ſuffred only a 
lice impriſonment inthe biſhop of Pans bouſe, and thar or 
long,for what with friedſhip & mony.he was ſoon delivered.

by him and his ſeruants in his caſtle, becauſe the faid Lord 
withheld his tithes from him , and conuerted chem to his 
owne vic. 

Inthe yeare 1 5 30 at Nuremberg, a certaine prieſt ſtudied 
Art magicke,and being verie coucrousof gold and filuer;the 
divell(whom he ſerued) ſhewed him through a chryſtall cer- 
taine creaſures hidden inthe citie: he by and by —_— of 
chisrich prey) went to that part of the citie where he ſuppo- 
ſed itto haue lien buried: and ry attheplace with 
a companion whom he broughtto this pretic — fell a 
ſcarching and digging vp a it, yntill he perceiued a 
coffer char lay m..- botrome ofthe hole, wicha great blacke 
dog lying by it: whicher he was no ſooner entred, but the 
earth fell downeand filled vp the hole, and {mothered and 
cruſhed himco death ns ict was intrapped and 
rewarded by his maſter no fc chanhe deſerued; bur 
otherwiſethan he expeRed or looked for. 

Howbcitthey are not onely fimple prieſts and friers thar 
deale with theſe curſed arres, bur cuen Popes themſchues. Si/- 
#eſtre the ſccond,who (as Platina and others ) was firſt 
a coniuring frier, and gaue himſelfe ro the duel] ypon condi- 
tion he might be Pope , as he was indeed; and hauing obrai- * 
ned his e, asit ſcemed hee began carneſHy wy to 
know the day wherein hee ſhould dye,whichalſo his ſchool- 
maſter the diuel| reucaled ynto him, bur vnder ſuch doube- 
full cearmes,that he dreamed in his fooliſh conceit of 1immor- 
talitie,and tharhe ſhould neuer die. Ir chanced on a time as 
he was finging MaſſearRome ina Temple called Teruſalem 
(which wasthe place affigned himto dye in) and not Terula- 
lemin Palcſtina (as heemade himlclfe falfly to beleeuc) hee 
heard a great noyſe of diuels that came to ferch him away 
(note thatthis was done in Maſle while) whereathee being 
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+errified and tormenied ; and feeirig himelfe not able ny» 125 
-way tO , hee-defired hs: + to rend his bodie in 
after his death, and lay it vpon a charrior, and let hor- 
draw it whither they would; which was accordingly per. 
formed : for as ſoone as he was dead the peeces of his carkaſle 
were caried our of the church of Laterane by the wicked ſpi- 
rit,who as he ruled him in life,ſo he was the chief in his death 
and funerals.

There was in Siracuſaa citicof Sicilia(which is now called 
Saragolle)a Phyſitian called CMeneerates, whole follic and 
pr was ſo great, that he accounted hunſclfea god, 
and d to be ſo reputed by others : inſomuch that here- 
quired noother wages and recompence of the patientswhich 
ketooke in hand (as £/anws witnelleth)butthatchey ſhould 
onely acknowledgehim to be Iwpiter,and call him fo, and a- 
uow them(clues to his (eruice. na time Dems the tyran +» 
delirqus to make ſome paſtime with him,madea feaſt,and 1n- 
uiced him othersto be his gueſt : bur becauſe he was 
agod,to do him anſwerableto his name, heplaced him 

atableall alone,and ſet before him no diſhes but onely a cen- 
ſer with frankincenſe, which vvas a proper & conueniene ſer- 
uice for che gods, This honorable durie plcaſed the _— 
very well atthefirſt,ſo that hee wm the perfum 
willingly : butyyhen this poor md theother —__ 
I drinking indecd,and Phuket not being abl but 
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fed with ſmoke,readicto ſtarue with hunger, roſevp & went 
away all enraged in himſelfe, and deridedof others, hauing 
moreneed to purge his owne braines from their ſuperfluous 
humor,chan others from their ſicknelles. 

Calewlathe firlt Emperdur being become an ordinarie 
deſpiſer and open mocker of all religion,it came preſently in 
his backer to belecue (fo drunken was hee witha draugheof 


. hisowne fooliſh conceit) that there was no other God but 


himſclfe : therefore he cauſed men to worſhip him, and to 
kiſle his hands or his feet in token of reuerence(which honor 
afterwards the Popes tooke vnto them) yea and was ſo befot- 
ted,thar he went about by certaine engines of art to counter= 
feitthunderand Py : albeitinall thispride and arro- 


gancie,or rather follie, there was none ſo timerous and fearful 


as he,or that would ſooner vpon lighter occaſion bediſmaid. 
Oneday as he was by moune Zena in Sicilie, hearing by 


chance the violent cracking of the flames whichall that ſea- 


ſon aſcended out ofthe top of the hill,it ſtroke ſo ſudden and 
horriblea feare into him, that he neuer ceaſed fying all night 
cill he cameto Phar in Meſſina. Everie Iutlechunderclap put 
him in feare of death, for he would leape vp and downe hike 
a madde man when he heard it thunder, finding himſelfe noe 
able by all his godhead to defend himſelte from the power 
thereof: bur if there chanced greater cracks than ordinarie, 
then would not his hot bed hold him, but needs muſt hee run 
into the cold floore vnderneath the bed ro hide himſelf: F hus 
was he compelled againſt his wil to feare him whom willing+ 
ly he would notdeignetoacknowledge. And thus itfallech 
out with all wicked miſcrable Arherſts,whole hearrs imagine 
there isno God:and therfore haves little aſlurance in them- 
ſclues,thatthereneed nochiider & lightning to amazethem: 
for the ſhaking of every leafe is ſufficient to make them erom- 
ble. Toconclude,this Acheift, void of all religionand feare 
of God,and full ofall prophaneneſlec, was atcording to his 


ducdcſertmurthered by one of his ſeruants: ofthe which n -

' Domitianlikewile was ſo blinded with pride,that he would 0r9ſ-hb.7,64.7

Totheſe we may addethemialfo, that tro the'end ro make Piomſ.Ralic, 
chemſclues feared and reuerenced as gods, haue counterfeited - ———— 
che lighenings and thungers ofheauen,as weread of one e21- 
ladis,a Lawn king that raigned before Romnlus : who being 
amoſt wicked tyran, and a contemner of God, inuented a 
ericke wherby to repreſent tothe care and eyetheratlingand 
, ſwitt ſhine of both crand lightni OE — 
aſtoniſhing his ſabies, hemighc be eſtcemed of them for a 
: buticch r his houſe being ſeronfire with true 
1ghtning,andouert vvith the violent ſtrength ofrem- 
cſtuous raine,tdgerher vvith the ouerflowing ofa pond chat 
Hood neere, heperiſhed by fire and yvater, burnt and drows+ 
ned and all atonce. 
Did nocethe king of Elidechelike, and to the ſame end al. 
fo,by the deuice of achariot drawneabour vvith fourchor- 
ſes, vvherein yvere cerraine yron-works, yvhich yvith vvrin- 
ching about gauean horrible ſound reſembling chunder,and 
toarches and Lake whnch he cauſed to be thrown abour like Tied, lib. 4; 
lighrnings, in ſuch ſort, that hee oftenenmes burnt the behol- 
ders : and inthis maner he yyent vp and downe brauing it,c- 
ſpecially ouer an yron bridge vvhuch he had of ſe buile 
to paſle and repalle ouer chi pleaſure; vntil Gods long ſut- 
nk could not endure any longer ſuch Outragious = pre- 
tuous madneſle, but ſent a chunderbolr from heauen vp- 
on his head, that all the vyorld might ſee by his deſtrution, 
the exceeding follic and vaine ur, vyhich bewitched him 
in his lifetime: Which hiſtoriethe Poer in the perſon of Si- 
billa, ſerreth downe at largetothis effe&t,

Thus this arrogant, king was puniffed accordingto the 

ualitic of his offence, cuen in the ſame kind wherin he offen- 
acd,whichching though ic bee found vvrnten ina Poet, yer 
ought not bereietted for anold wives tale, ſeeing itisnotin= 
crediblethata king might make ſuch paſtimes,& iron-craſh- 
ing noiſes,nor that he might be =_ puniſhed for the ſame; 
and che rather becauſe Ca/igu/z did thelike, as we haue heard 
before. And weread alſo, that one Arthemiaws inthe time of 
the Emperor [«ſtinian,counterteited by certaine enginesand 
deuiſes,in his own houſcin Conſtantinople,ſuchtarchquakes 
Iigheningsand cthunders,that vvould aftoniſh a wiſe braine co 
hcareor bchold them on a ſudden, 

Bur aboue all orhers that by darkning the glory of God to 
eacreaſe their own power haue proudly exalted themſclues a. 
gainſt him, the Popes areche ringleaders, vyhoſc vnbridlef 
boldnes hath bin ſowuch the more impudent and pernitions 
for that intearmingthemlſelues theſcruants of che feruants of 
God,in word,in deed take vntothem the authority and pow. 
er of God himſelfe : as of pardoning and abſoluing fins, crea- 
ting laws & ordinancesattheir pleaſure ip binaingor vnbin- 
ding mens conſciences;which things appertain to God only: 
nay they haucbin fo braſen faced, asto command angels and 
diucls,asClement the fiftdid inone of his buls:ſo impudent as 


t>be carried like idols vpon their vaſlals ſhoulders; & weare 
three 
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three crownes vpon their heads z ſo proud and arrogant as tb 
conſtraine Kings and Emperours to kiſle their feer, romake 
chem their vaſlals, ro vſurpe Lordſhip and dominion ouer 
them and all cheir lands arid poſleſſions, and to, diſpoſleſle 
whomthey like nor,ot kingdomes,and inſtall intheir roomes 
whom they pleaſe; and all chis by the thunder of excommu- 
nication, whereby they make themſelues feared and fiood in 
awe of. By which dealings of theirs they verific inthemſclues 
that which che Scripture ſpeaketh of Antichniſt, which is the 
man of finne, the ſonne of perdition, an aduerſarie, and one 
thar exalterh himſelfe againſt all , which is called God, or 
which 1s — till he be ſer as a god inthe T ewple 
of God,ſhewing himſelfe that he 1s God. Wherefore alſorthe 
heauie vengeance of God is manifeſt ypon them, by the great 
and horrible puniſhmenes they haue beene tormented with: 
for ſome of them hauc had their eyes pulled our, others haue 
died in priſons, a third fort haue beene ſmothered co death, a 
fourth hat®beene killed with the ſword, a fift hath died with 
hunger, a (ixt beene ſtoned,a ſeuenth poyſoned,and yet there 
hath not wanted an eighth fore whom the diucl] himlelte hath

earthlic power, to vſurpe a ſupremacie and preheminence 0-

Sarazens beyond the ſea, vpon paine of forfeiring his king- 
dome into his hands ; aud when Lam his {word by his ſide, 
he thained not to ſay, that he alone _ none elſe was Empe- 
rour and Lord of all the world:in demonſtration whereot he 
beſtowed the Empire vpon Duke eA/bert, together with the 
Crowne of France : and not content herewith, his inſolencie 
was ſo importunar, that he charged Phs/pthe faire roacknow- 
ledge himſelfeto be his ſubie( 1 all cauſes, as well ſpirituall 
as temporall,and to leuicaſubſidie for his holineſle our of his

when heſcnt an embaſlageto Philipthe faire, King of France, hrs of 


ro command him to rake vpon him an expedition —_ the *thc Chronicles 
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which prerogatiuc he chalenged to his ſea: theconcluſion of 
this Bull was in theſe words, Ald credentes fatuos reputamu; 
as much co ſay, as whoſoexer is of another wind then this, we t« 
fteeme him a foole,Whereunto the King anſwered in this wiſe, 
Phulippus Des gratia Francorum Rex Bonifacio ſe gerents pro 
ſumo pontifice [alutens modicam ſine nullam. Sciat tua maxima 


fatuitas,in temporalibus nos alicus non ſubeſſe,eccleſiarnm & pree 


endarum 1acantinm collationem ad nos iure regio pertinere : ſ[e« 
ers autem credentes fatues reputamns deaiantes : in Engliſh 
thus, Philip by the grace of God King of France,to Boniface bea- 
ring himſelfe for Pope little or ns health. Be it known vnto thy ex- 
ceeding great fooliſhneſſe,that we in temporal affaires are ſubiett 
to none, that the beſtowing of _—_ belongeth to 15 by our rojall 
right : and if there be any that thinke otherwiſe, we hold them for 
erronious fooles. A memorable anſwere well beſeeming atrue 
royall and French heart. Immediatly he aſlembling together 
a nationall Counccll of all che Barons and Prelates within his 
dominion at Paris, vyherein Boniface being pronounced an 
Heretike,a Simoniſt,and a Manſlayergit was agreed vpon by 
a ioynt conſent, thatthe King ſhould do no more obeylance, 
bur reie as nothing worth, yvharſocuer he ſhould zmpole. 
Whereforeche King to tame his proud and malicious nature, 
diſpatched ſecretly cwo hundred men at arms, vnderthecon- 
dudof one captaine Noguard, towards Auian in Naples, 
(whither his Holineſſe was fled for feare of diuerſe, vvhole 
houſes aid caſtles he had cauſed to be raſed downe) there to 
ſurpriſe him ona ſuddaine: yvhich ſtracageme they {peedily 

erformed,and carried him priſoner to Rome, where he died 
moſt miſerably. Peter Meſie a Spaniſh Gentleman of Seuill, 
fayth in many of his lefures, that he died in priſon enraged 
with famine. Nicholas Giles in his firſt yolume of French 
Chronicles reporteth,that he died in the caſtle Saint Angelo 
through aflux of his belly,which caſt him into a frenzie,that 
he gnew off his owne hands, and that at the houre of his death 
there were heard horrible chunders and tempeſts and light- 
nings round about:thus is he in whoſe honor this fine epitaph

was made, Intranit vt Unipes, regnauit vt Leo, morture eft ve 
canis : He entred likg a Fox, raigned like a Lion, and died like a 
dog. And this was hethar on the firſt day of Lene giuing aſhes 
to the biſhop of Genes, in ſtead of vling the ordinarie forme 
of ſpeech ,which 1s, Memento homo quod CEMLS 65,03 tn Cinerens 
conmerteri;, Remember man that thou art aſhes, and into aſhes 
thou ſhale returne ; faid-in deſpight and mockeric, Aements 
homo qua G thellinus e1,ct cum G x avs in ciner em conwert 71s: 
Remember that chou art a Gibelline, and together with the 
Gibellines thou ſhalt be turned into aſhes:and in ſtead of lay- 
ing theaſhes vpon his forhead, threw them into his eyes,and 

forchwich deprived him of his Biſhopricke,and would haue 

done worſc ifie had beene in his power: marke what litcle ac- 

count this holy facher himſelfe made of theſe ceremonies:and 

therefore it is no maruell if others mockeatthem, ſeeing the 

Popes themſclues make them bur marrers of paſtime. 

| Ii be ſo therefore,that no man ought to arrogate to him- 

ſclfcany cicleof deitie,then conſequently it is no lefle vnlaw- 
full co giue that divine honour toany other morrall creature : 

and therefore che leof Ceſarca faulced greatly, when 

blaſphemouſly they called King Herod a-god, as hath beene 

declared before, Likewiſe t was high & proud preſumpuon 

in the Senat of Rome nor to receweany god rocheir Com- 

monwealrh without their owne foreapprobation & conſent, 

as if that God could not maimaine his dignitie, nor ſtand 

without the good liking and aflentof men; oras if thatman 

could deifie whom he liſted, which is a molt ridiculous and 

abſurd ching. And thus the Romans intime of Tiberins con- 

ſecrarmg tothemfelues a whole legion,cuen thouſands of falfe 

po d notadmir of the true God and his ſonne Chriſt, 

ut rcjefted him aboueall others. 

Among all the vanities of the Arhenianstlits was one wor- 
thie noting, how they ordained, that Demetrins,»Alexanders 
ſucceſſor Gr reeſtabliſhing their popular and ancient liber- 
tic) with his father p orig 7" called Kings,and ho- 
pored with the title of Sauing gods, and ro hauca Prief _ 
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| ſhould offer ſacrifice ynto them : and moreouer cauſed their 


pitures ro be drawne in the ſame banner where the piQures 
of [upiter and *Minerua (the protettors of their Cine) were 
drawne,in brodered worke: but this goodlic banner as it was 
carried abourtin proceſſion, was rent in pieces by atempelſtu- 
ous ſtorme that aroſe ſodainly,God thereby manifeſtinghow 
odiousand diſpleaſant both this new and old ſuperſtition was 
in his ſight: beſides that, doe bur conſider the laudable ver- 
tues that ſo commended this new god Demerrixe, to make 
them honour him in ſuch ſort; they were violence,and crucl- 
rics, ifhtemperance, with all inordinate laſciuiouſneſle, villa- 
nies,and whoredomes : ſo chat it was no-maruell if they had 
made him a god, being vnworthic altogether of humane ſo- 
cictie, This newfound god hauing gotten a great viforic 
by ſea,as he triumphed & braucd it with ſhips after the ſame, 
was ſo ſhattered with aſodaine tem the greateſt part 
of his nauie wen to wracke, and aft ds was vanquiſhed 
by Selexchas in a battell , vyheren his father « Lntsgonucs was 
flaine: and when he thougheto retyre to Achens , they ſhut 
their gates ypon him, vyhom alittle beforethey had canom- 
zcd fora god: for which cauſcherayſcd warre againſtthem, 
and ſo wearied them with onſcts on each fide, and fo incloſed 
them both by ſea and land, that being brought to extreame 
famine and necefſitig,they were compelled to entertaine him 
againe, and-to bchold rh horrible outrages of their owne 
made god,totheir griefeand confuſion. not long after 
Selexchus once again damped his courage,inlomuch,that ha- 
uing lived three yeares ina countrey of Syria likea baniſhed 
outlaw, for feare to be deliuered into his hands, and wearie of 
his owne lifeghe ſtuffed himſclfeſo with food,that he burſt in 
pieces. Therefore ler eucry man learne by theſe examples not 
co tranſlate the honour and majeſtic of God tv any creature, 
butto leauc itto himalone,who is jealous thereof,and wil not 


(as the Propher ſayth)giuc his glorie vaco anocher.

CHAP. X XIIL 
Of Epicures, and Atheiſts, 


S touching voluptuous Epicures and 
y curled Atheiſts, that denie the pro- 
uidenceof God, belecue nor the im- 
mortalitie of the ſoule, thinke there 
isno ſuch thing as life to come, and 
+ conſequently m_ all dwinitic, 
liuing 1m this world like brute beaſts, 
and like dogs and ſwine, wallowing 
inall ſenſualitie; they doe alſo ſtrike themſelves againſt chis 
commaundement, by going about to wipeout and defacethe 
knowledge of God, and,if it were poſſible, to extinguiſh his 
very eſſence; wherein they ſhew themſelues more than mad 
and beueidh, vyhereas notwithſtanding all the euident ceſti- 
monies of the verrue, bountie,wiſdome,and eternal! power of 
God,vvhich they daily ſee with their eyes,and feele in them- 
ſelues, doe neuertheleſle ſtrive to quench his hight of narure, 
which enlightnerh and perſuaderh theta and all Nations of 
this, There 1s a God, by whom-we lwe,mone and bane onr being, 
vvho although in his eflence is inuifible, yer makerh he him- 
ſelfe knowne,and as it were ſeene by his works and creatures, 
and mightie gouernment of the world , chat he thatwould 
ſceke afrer him,may (as one might ſay) handle and feele him. 
Thereforethey that would perſuade themſelues that this glo- 
rious heauen and maſſie earth'wanted a guider and a gouer- 
nour, hauetheir ynderſtanding blinded from ſightof things 
manifeſt,and their hearts perverted from all ſhew of reaſon: 
for is thereany ſubſtance of this world that hath no cauſe of 
his ſubſiſting? Is there a day without a ſunne? Arechere fruits 
and no trees? Plants and no ſeedes? Can it raine without a 
cloud? Be a tempeſt without wind?Can a ſhip ſayle withour 
a Pilore? Or a houſe be buile withoura Carpenter or builder? 
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Cic.of the na- 
ture of gods,

If then enery part of this world hath his particular cauſe of 
being and dependance, is it likely that che whole is withour + 
cauſeto beto ira furniſhing and gouernment?Say you hogges 
and dogzges, doe you Po. AE that which you ſee? or if 
your eyes be bored our chat you caunor ſee, mult you thinke 
there 15noſunnenor light, becauſe your eyes are indarknelle 
and blindnefle? Can you behold all che ſecrers of nature? Is 
there nothing bur a voice, a ſinging of birds, oran harmoni- 
ous conſort of mulicall inſtruments inthe world ? And yer 
who percciueth theſe ſmall chings 2 Can you behold che 
wind? Can you ſeethe ſweer ſmell of fragrant flowers along 
the fields? Can you ſee the ſecretsof your owne bodies, your 
entrailes, your heart and your braine? And yet you ceaſe not 
to belecuc that there are ſuch things,exceprt you be hearrleſle 
and braineleſle indeed: Why then doe you meaſure God b 
our owne ſight, and doe not beleeue there isa God, ns 
- is 1nuiſible, ſince chat he manifeſterh humſclfe more appa- 
rently both to vnderſtanding and ſence, than cither voice, 
ſmell,or wind 2 Doenot your owneoathes, blaſphemies, and 
horrible curſings beare witnes againſt you, when you ſweare 
by, defpight and maugre him whom you denie to be? Doth 
not euery thunderclap conſtraine you to tremble arthe blaſt 
of his voice 2 If any calamitic approch neere vnto or light 
vpon you, or if death be threatened or ſer before your eyes, 
doc you notthen feele,in ſpight of all your reaſon,that theſe- 
uere judgementof God doth waken vp your dull and ſleepie 
conſcience to come to his tryall? There was neuer yer any 
nation or people ſo barbarous, vvhich by the —t——_ and 
inftin of nature hath not alwaics belecucd a cerraine deitie, 
and to thinkeotherwiſe is not onely adeteſtablething,bural- 
ſo molt abſurd and fo contrarie to humane reaſon, that the 
very Paynims hauevery little tollerated fuch horrible blaſ- 
phemic, The Achenians are witneſles hereof, who baniſhed 
Protagoras their citieand countrey,becauſein the beginning 
of one of his bookes he called in queſtion the deitie,and cau- 
ſed his bookes to be burried openly . Neither ſhewed they

any leſſe ſeueritie rowards Diegores, ſurnamed the Atheiſt,

yvhen being (a3 ſome ſay) injuriouſly and falſely accuſed of Dioder. 13. 


this crime, and for fearc of puniſhment fled away, they pro- 
claimed,that whoſocuer did kill him, ſhould hauca talent of 
filuer in recompence, vvhich in yalue is as much as fix hun- 
dred crownes,after the rate of fiue and thirtie ſhillinesFrench 
tothe crowne. How much morethen is the ſtate of Chriſten- 
dome atthis day to be lamented , vyhich we ſce in many pla- 
ces infeted with ſuch a contagious peſtilence, that divers 
men inuenomed with chis deadly poylon, are ſo miſchicuous 
and wretched asto make roome for Atheiſme,by forbiddi 
and hindering by all meanes poſſible the courle of the Gol- 
pell: vyherein they make knowne whact they are, and what 
zeale they beare tothe religion and ſcruiceof God, and with 
what aftc&ion they are led towards the good and ſaferic of 
the Commonwealth, and what hereafter 15 ro be hoped of 
them : for where there is no knowledge nor feare of God, 
there alſo is no bridle nor bond co rs and hold men 
backe from doing euill : whereupon they grow tothat paſle 
to be moſt infolencand prophane. T his is the diuinitie and 
oodlic inſtruftion that commerh beyond the mountaines, 
mthat ſcientificali V niuerſitic and Colledgeof the right 
reuerend Maſters, and from the excellent Holinefle of ſome 
ofcheir Popes ; whoſe manner of |1te 15 fo diflolure, laſciuious, 


diſhoneſt, and Sardanapall like,tharchereby their Atheiſme Yidebb.1.c.20, 


1s evidently and notoriouſly knowne and talked of by cuc- 


ric one. 


Hereof Pope Leo the tenth, a Florentine by birth, may 32te. 


ſcrue for an example: who as he was a very effeminace per- 
ſon, given toall mannerof delights and pleaſure, hauing no 
other care burof himſelfe,and his owne Fiehic carkaſles caſe; 
ſo had he no moretaſt atall nor feeling of God and his holy 
word,than a dog : he madethe promules and threats contai- 
ned in holy Scripture, and all elſe that we belecue, matter ro 
Javgh ar, and things frmolous and of no weight, mocking at 
the luvplicitie, the faith & beleefe of Chriſtians; for one da 
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when Cardinall Pewwbns ( vvho alſo ſhewed himſclfe to be 
none of the beſt Chriſtians in the world, by his Venetian hi- 
ſtorie,whercas oft as he ſpeaketh of God he vſcth che plurall 
number, afccr che manner of Heathen Writers) alledged a 
placcout of the Goſpell, his damnable umpudencie was (o 
catasto replie, That this fable of Chriſt had broughe to 
im and ſuchas he, no lictleprofit. Oh ſtinking and curſed 
throat co belch out ſuch monſtrous blaſphemic ! do nor theſe 


ſpeeches bewray a villanous and abhominable Acheiſt, if c- 


uer any were? Is not this to declare himſclfe openly to be 
Ancichriſt2 For he is Antichriſt which denierh Icſus co be 
Chriſt,and which denicrh the Father & the Sonne,according 
as Sainc /ohnſayth. Albecic inche meane while this curſed cat- 
tife,that had as much religion as a dog, madeſhew to be-the 
proteCtor and defendor ofthe Catholike faith,making warre 
with all his power againſt Chriſt Ieſus in che perſon of his 
ſcruant Luther. Now after he had by his pardons and in- 
dulgences drawne out a world of money, and heaped vp 
great treaſures by the maintenance of courtizans and whores, 
and had enriched his baſtards, one day being at meat, he 
receiued newes of the onerthrow of the French in Lumbar.

And to be ſhort, Idolatrie hath beenethe decay and ruine 
of the kingdom of Iuda,as at all other cimes,folpecially vn- 
der [oachas ſonne of Teſras,that raigned not aboue three mo- 
nethes in Icruſalem, before he was taken and led we inco 
&gyprt by the king thereof,and theredicd: from which time 
the whole land becametribucarieto the ingot ExyPe. 

And not long after it was viterly deſtroyed by the forces of 
Navuchadnezzar,king of Babel, thati Ierufalem 
and tooke it, and carried king /oachim with his mother, his 
princes,hisfcruancs, andthe creafures of che temple, and his 
owne houſe, into Babylon. And finally,tooke Zedechias that 
fled away,and beforc his eyes cauſed his ſonnesco be laine; 
which as ſoone as he had beheld, commannded them alfo ro 
be pulled out, and ſo binding him in chaines of yron, carried 
himpriſonerco Babylon: putting all the princes of Iuda to 
che {word,conſuming with fireche cemple with che kings pa» 
lace,and all the goodlie _ crulalem. And thus the 
whole kingdome(thou an eſpeciall prerogariue conle- 
crated m_ ordained Net himſclfe) cexſed to beea king- 
dom,znd cameto (uch an end,that irwas never reeſtabliſhed 
by God: itis no maruell then ifche like hapned tothe king- 
domeof Iſracl, which was after afort begun and confirmed 
by the filthic1dolatricof leroboumer calues, which as his fuc- 
ceſlors maintained and favoured more or lefle, ſo were they 
expoſed romoreor lefleplaguesand incumbrances. 

Nadab, [eroboams[onne, being nugled and nurtured vp in 
Idoll worſhip,after the example of his farher,recemed a con-

The auncient Romanes reuerenced nothing more 
thanfaith in publike affaires, for vvhich cauſe they had in 
their citica temple dedicated co it: wherein for amoreſtrait 
bond they vſed ſolemnly to promiſe & ſweare to all the con- 
ditions of peace,truces,and bargains, yvhich they made, and 
to curſe thoſe vyhich vvent abour firſt to breake them : for 
reater ſolemnitieand confirmation hereof they vvere accu- 
omed atthoſetimesto offer ſacrifices to the image of Faith- 
for morereuerence ſake. Hence itwas that CAtrilues Regwuing, 
chiefe capraine of the Romane armie againſt che Carthag- 
nians, was ſo highly commended of all men, becauſe when 
hee vvas overcomie and taken priſoner, and ſentto- Rome, .

Long timeafter this, inthe reigne of Queene Elizabeth, 
there was in the Citicof London one e Arne Aneries widow, 
who forſwore her ſelfe for a little mony that ſhe ſhonld have 
paid for fix of tow ata ſhop in Woodlſtreer:for which 
cauſe being ſuddenly ſurprized with the juſtice of God, ſhe 
fell downe ſpecchletle forthwith, and caſt vp at her mouth in 

atabundance and with horrible ſtinke that matter which 

y natures courſe ſhould haue beene voided downwards,and 
fo died, to the terror of all perjured and forſworne wrerches, 
Therearcin Hiſtories many more les to be found of 
this hurtfull and pernicious finne, exerciſed by one nationto- 
wards another, and one man cowards another, in moſt pro. 
phancand villanous fort, neither ſhaming co be accounted 
forſworne,nor conſequently fearing to diſpleaſe Godand his 
majeſtic. But foraſmuch as when we come to ſpeake of mur.

Firſt co begin with the houſe of Iſrael,which vvere theſole 
ſclet peopleofthe Lord, whom hee had choſenoutotall o- 
ther nationsof the world,to be hisowne peculiar flocke, and 
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his chicfecreaſure,aboue all peopleofthe earch &ca kingdom Exod.1g. 6, 


of prieſts, and a holy nation: whenaschey contemned & de- 
ſpifed his word ſpoken vno chem by his Prophets, and calt 
* hislaw bchindcheir back, he gauethemouer intoche hands 
of their enemies, and of Ammi madethem Loawnmi, that is, of 
his lemadethem not his people; and of Ruhame, Lorn- 
hott, of ſuch as had found mercic and fauorat Gods 
hand,a nation that ſhould obcaine no mercie nor fauor, asthe 
Prophet Hoſea ſpeaketh. 

This welſceplainly verified firſt incheten cribes which vn- 
der [eroboarn tell away from the ſceprer of Tuda : for after that 
che Lord had ſundrie cimes ſcourged them by many parricu- 
lar puniſhmenes,as the famine, ſword and peftilence,tor cheir 
idolatrie and rebellion to bis law : at the laſt inche nimch yere 
ofche raigneof Hoſvea king of Iracl,he brought vpon x 
a finall and all deſtuQtion, and delivered chem; vp inco 
the handsvtche king of Aſhur, who caried them away ca

ned and defaced:the glorious and ſtately eemple ofthe Lord, 
» builtby Sa/omon,the wonder ofthe world, was burne downe 
to aſhes, together with all che houſes of Teruſalem, and all o- * 
ther greathovſes intheland : all therich veſlels and furniture 
of che remple,of gold, filuer,and brafle, were caricd to Babel 
by Nabnzaradanthe chiefe ſteward. The king himſclfe was 
4 bound inchaincs,and after he had ſcene his owne ſonnes ſlain 
before his eyes, had his owne eyes put out, that he mightne- 
uer moretake comfort of the _ The prieſts and all the 
greateſt and richeſt of the people, were caried away in capti- 
uitic,and onely the poore were left behind to dreſſe the vines 
and cillthe land. Now what was the cauſcof this lamentable 
deftruQtion ofthis holie cirie, of the Temple and SanAuaric 
of the Lard, and of his owne people ? it is ſer downe by the 
Ong holic Ghoſt in EI 2.Chro.36. 1 F-16. Thar when 
"412% the Lord ſent vo t 1s meſſengers, riſmg earely, and ſer- 
i ding, beeauſe be had 0-4 fog ju rey vue 
they mocked the meſſengers of God, deſpiſed his words, and m/n- 
ſed his Prophets: and therefore the wrath of the Lord aroſe a- 
gainſt his people,and there was no remedie” Behold herethe grie.

deſtruQion ot the ſecond citie & remple _ ens be V, 
Emperour of Rome, was far more lamentablethan that 
former: Yea fo terrible and' fearefull wn rn ae 
God vponchatnarionat this time, thatneuer the like calami- 
tie and muſcric was heard or read of: thereat the trege of Teru- 
ſalemche famine was ſo great withinthe wals, and the ſworg 
ſorerrible without, that within they were conſtrained to car 
notonly leather and old ſhoes, burhorſe dung, yeatheir own 
excrements,and ſome to. dceuour their own children : and as 
as iſſued ouewere crucified by the Romans, asthey had 
grucified the Sauior ofthe world, till they had no more 
conailethem on. So that it was moſt crue which our Sauiour

"Thelike exampleof Gods wrackdall puniſhment is to be 


noted, no lefle in the Rag 
oo, 
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200 Chriſtand his Goſpell: for when Tiberius NerotheEmperor 
Tertul,Apole.y having recciucd by letters from Pontius Pilate, atrue report 
of the doingsof Chrilt Ieſus, of his miracles, reſurreion, 
and aſcention into heauen, and how he was recciucd as God 
of many good men, was himſelfemoued with bcliete of the 
ſame,and did conferretherof with the whole Senarof Rome, 
to hauc Chriſt adoredas God : but they not agreeing there- 
vnto, refuſed him, becauſe that contrarieto = the Ro- 
manes hee was conſecrated (ſaid they) for a God, before the — 
Senatof Rome had decreed and approued him . Thus che 
vaine Senat which were contented with the Emperour to 
raigneouer them, were not contented with the meeke king 
of glorie, the ſonncof God,to betheir king; yeathey con- 
temned alſo che preaching of the ewo ielſed Apoltles 
Peter and Paxl, who werealſo moſt cruelly pur ro death in 
the later end of Domitins Nero his raigne, and the yeare of 
Chriſt xrie nine, for the reſtimonic and faith of Chriſt, Ard 
therefore after much like ſort roche Iewes, were they feowr-" 
gedand — by the ſame way which ghey did preferre: 
Sueton, tor as they preferred the Emperour and reietted Chriſt, (o 
Tacittts did God ſtirre vp their owne Emperors againſt them, inſuch 
fort, that both che Senatours themalclues were all devoured, 
and the wholecitie molt horribly afflifted the ſpace almoſt 
of three hundred yeares together. Nether were they onely 
thus ſcourged by their Emperours, butalſo by ciuile warres, 
whereof chree were fought in two yeares at Rome afrer Ne- 
roes death : as likewiſe by other calualries, for as in Swetonims 
13 teſtified, 5000 were hurt and ſlaine by fall of a Theatre. 
How heauicand fearefullche judgement of God hath bin 
towards thoſe ſeven famous churches of Aſia, to the which 
the holy Ghoſt writerh his ſeuen epiſtles, Rewel.2.& 3,hiſto- 
ries (ufficiently teſtifie, &rexperience ſhewerh:: for whereas in 
the Apoſtles time,and long after in the dayes of perſecution, 
no churches in the world more flouriſhed : after,when they 
beganto make light account ofthe word of God,and to fall 
away fromthe truth to crrors, from godlines to —_—_ ” 
or 
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Lord alſo madelight accountof them, and remoued his tan. 
dleſticke, that is, the miniſtcrie of his Goſpell from amongſt 
chem,and made them a prey vnto their enemies : and ſo they 
which before were ſubjects ro Chriſt, are now ſlaues ro Mahe- 
met, and there wherethe true God was worthipped, is now a 
filchic 1doll adored;& in ſtead of the Goſpeil ot Chriſt,s the 
Turks Alcoran; in ſtcad of the ſeuen ſtarres and ſeucn candle- 
ſtickes are ſeuenchouſand prieſts of Mahomer, and worſhip- 
persof him: & chus for the contempr of the Goſpell of Chriſt 
15 the Church of Chriſtians made a cage of diucls, 

Venerable Bede in his Eccleſiaſtical! hiſtoric of England, 
repeutcth, T hatabout che yere of our Lord 4: 0,after thac the 
Britancs had been long afflited by che Iriſh, PiQs, & Scots, 
and chat the Lord had giuventhew reſt from all cheir enemies, 
and had bleſled chem with ſuch great plenty of corne & fruits 
of theearth as had not beene heard of, they fell into all 
manner of finnes & vices, and inſtcad of ſhewing theml(clues 
chankfull ro the Lord for his great mercies, prouoked his in- 
dignationwore fiercely againitrhem:for as he ſaich,cogerher 
with plentie grew riot, & this was accompanied with a traine 
of many other foule enornutics, ally the hatred of the 
truth and concemprt of the word of God, and thar not only in 
the layeticand ignorant people, burcucn allo inthe Clergie 
and ſheÞheards of the pevple: for which cauſe the Lord firſt 
ſcar among them ſuch a contagious plague, that the living 
were ſcarce ſufficientto buriethe eng when by this pu- 
niſhment they were notreclaimed, by their owne coun- 
ſels & procurementthe Lord brought vponthem a fierceand 
mighty nation,even the Saxons of Germany: whoalbeirthey 
cameat firſt as helpers and ſuccourer$of them againſttheir c. 
nemies, yet ere long prouedthar ſorelt foes themſclues, and 
after much bloud(};cd drave thern almoſt quice our of their 
kingdome,confining them intoa hauen,nooke,and corner of 
the ſame,where they remainetill chis day : and all this came 
vpon them ({ayththat reuerend Author) for their - _ 
for Gods mercies,and contempt of the word of God.

Intheyearcof ourLord 15 5; a certaine coblers ſeruant 
being brought vp among the proteſlors of the reformed re-

After the death of [cronimu: king of Siracula, Andronedo- 
ras and Themiſtins, prouoked by their wines deſcending of 
the bloud royall,affeed an viurpationof che Crowne, and 
awrought much hurt tothe commonwealth : but their prafti. 
ſes being diſcouered,the Pretors(by the conſentof the Seni- 
ours)ſlew chem both inthe marker place, as rotten members 
ofthcir common bodice, and therefore ficto be curoff. And 
when they vnderſtood how their wives Damarata and Har- 
#0nia were breeders and incenſers of this miſchiefe, they ſent 
to kill themalſo : yea and Heraclia, Harmenia her fiſter, guilt. 
Icſleand witleſle of thecrime(for no other cauſe, bur becauſe 
ſhe was liſter vnto her) was pluckt fromthe Altar, and ſlaine 
inthe cumult, with ewoof her daughters that were virgines. 
And thus is treaſon plagued not onely in traitors 
ſclues, butalſo inthoſe that are linked vnto them in friend- 
ſlip and affinicie.

and as for the Chauncelor, he firſt bored our his eyes, 
and plucking his rongue through his throat, tormented 
him to vvich a rigorous and molt miſc;able pu- 
niſhmence. ©. + 
Whenthe Turke beſieged Alba Graca, certaine ſouldi- 
ors conſpired to betray the Cicie into his-hands, for he had 
promiſed them large rewards ſo to doe; howbcit it ſucceeded 
not with them, for they were detefted and apprehended by 
Panlus Kyniſins goucrnour of Hungarie, vvho conltrained 
themro catone anothers fleth,ſcerhing euerie day one to feed 
the other withall, but he that was laſt was faine to deuour his 
owne bodie. 

Scribonianus a captaine of the Romans in Dalmaria, rebel. 
led againſt che Emperor Cl/audiuw,andnamed himſelfe Empe- 
ror inthe armic; bur his rebellion was miraculouſly puniſhed, 
for though chewhole armic ſauoured him very much, yerchey 
could 
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could not by any means ſpread their banners,or remoue their 
ſtanderds our of their places as long as he was called by che 
name of Emperour, vvith which nuracle being moued, they 
eurned cheir loucs into hatred, and their liking into loathing, 
fo that whord lately they ſaluted as Emperour, him now they 
murthered as a traitor. 
To rehearſeall che Engliſh craitors thac haue conſpired 
_ their Kings from the Conqueſt yneo this day, it is a 
Ing vnnecellanie, and almoſt impoſſible. Howbeir, thac 
cheir deſtrutions may appeare more cuidenely,and the curſe 
of God vpon traitors be made more manifeſt, I will bricfely 
reckon vp a catalogue of the chiefecſt of chem.

Piſo handled Titus the captaine of his horſemen in Sicilia

barcfooted before the armie, vvearing a garment vvithour 
ſcames, he forbad him ſocietic with any ſaueſuch as were tio- 
red with the fame faulr,and from a Generall ouerhorſemen he 
debaſed him to a common ſouldior. How did the ſane Senar 
corre the cowardiſc of Caius Vatienus ( vvhotothe end to 
priuiledge himſclfe from the Italicke warre,cutoff all the fin. 
gers of his left hand:) euen they proſcribed his goods, and 
caſt him into perperuall priſon, that that life which he refu- 
fed ro hazard in ines of has countrey,, he might conſume 
in bondage and ferrers. |

And although chis curſed and wicked murdcrey receiued nor 
immediarly a condigne puniſhment anſwerableto his crime, 
(God to the end to {pare mans bloud, viing vndeſerued fauor 
towards him) yer eſcaped he not ſcotfree, tor he was purſued 
with a concinvuall corment and ſting of conſcience, cogerher 
with ſuch an inceſ[anc feare,thar he became a and 
arunnagate vponcheeartch : and ſceing himſelfe nh 
co ſo miſerable aneſtare,heefellto complaining that 
niſhment was greater than he wasableto beare. Thus God 
permitted chiswretch co draw our his life in ſuch anguiſh, 
chat for a greater puniſhmenc he mighe pine away the reſt of 
his daies without comfort. A man may find in this world ma- 
ny ſuch brocther-muggering Kains, who for no occaſion ſtick 
notrto cut theirthroats, whom (for the bond of common na- 
cure whereinall men areli ether as branches to one 
root) they ought to acknowledge for thar brerhren-and 
friends: ypor whomthe heauic hand of God hath norbeene 
moreſlacke to puniſh either by one means or ocher, than ir 
was vpontheireldeſt brother Kaiv. Bur ſceingrhenumberof 
them1s ſo great,and it is not ſo conuenient to heape vp here 
ſo huge amulricude together, it ſhall ſuffice onely to recount 
the moſt famous and norableſt of them, as of thoſe that haue 
beene men of note & reputation inthe world,or that 
an ambirious deſire ——_— have by armes ſought to ar- 
chieuethcir purpoſes ; for theſe for the moſt part are the grea.

And Cleopatra the £gyptian Queene, 

when as by her allurements ſhe could not intice Awgnſtms to 

her luſt, as ſhehad done Antbenie, bur perceived that ſhe was 

relerucd for iumph, eſcaping outof priſon, and placing her 
 feife in her ſumpruous fepulchie, neere to the bodie of her 

dead paramour,feran Aſpe to herlefr arme, by the venome 

whercof ſhedied as irwereinaſleepe.

Ofthe murderers of Inlizs Ceſar almoſt all became alſo 
murderers ofthemſclues: Caſ/issſtabd himſelfe with the ſame 
Cagger wherewith he had ſtabd Ceſar : Bratxrthe night be- 
fore his ouerthrow at Philippi, ſaw ia his chamber a vifion of 
a great fearefull man; andhee demaunded who hee was, and 
what hce would, hee aynſwered, Iam (O Brzzxs) thy euill 
ſpirit, and to morrow ſhale ſee mee at Philipp: To 
whom Br«tz: with a bold courage anſwered, I will therefore 
{ce thee there. The next day Zratas being conquered by 
_ and Anthenie,at Phulippi,fell ypon his own ſword 
and {luc himſelfe. > 

CMithridatesthat bloudie and mighte get Pontus, be- 
ing oucrcomeof Lucius and Pompey, and by his 
owneſonne,went aboutromake away himſelfe by poyſon: 
which when it cooke not effect, by reaſon of his daily taking 
of Ancidotes, he forced a French ſouldicr of his to lay vio- 
lenchands ypon him and fo he became a wiltull ſpiller of his 
own bloud,that had cauſed the bloud of ſo many choulands 
to be (pile, His two wiues Monica and Veronica, hearing of 
che miſerable end of the king, made likewiſe themſelues a» 
way; forthe one hanged her Pk but when the weighe of 
her bodie brokethe cord, fhee committed her ſelfero Bochss 
the Eunuch to beſlaine: the other receiued poyſon, which 
when it wroughe not ſo ſpeedily as ſhee deſired, Bochss allo 
was made an1nſtrumentto diſpatch her. 

Moſt famous and notorious 1s the (toric of Lacretia, 
who beeing rauiſhed by Targuinizs the younger, and im- 
patient of Tos injuric and diſgrace, flue berfelioepenly,cnd 
gauecauſc by her deathofthe change of the Romane ſtare, 
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from the gouernement of Kings to Conluls. 31s 
Sophromia another Roman wowan, but a Chriſtian, when 
as ſhe could by no meanes eſcape the loft of Devins the Em- 5uſeb. 
r,daily aſſaujring her chafticie,cooke a ſword, and by her 
wsbands conſene flue her ſe|fezand ſo ro prevent on finne, ſhe 
commirred another far worſe than that ſhe feared. 
Portia che daughter of Cars, and wife of Britas, hearmg of 
thedeathof her husband at Philippi,fought for a kniferok11 
her (clfe: which being denied ynco her. reve burning coals, 
andfo ended her life by aſtrange kindofdeath 
We read of many wanton and lewd Poets that have thus 
made an endof themſctues: who as for the moſtthey areEpi- 
cures and Athieſts, ſoſc|dome come to a good end : Labirns 
the ruling Poet(who for that cauſe was called m_ vn 
ing that his books were adjudged to be by a 
_ decree,would not ſuruiue his own writings,and ther- 
fore killed himſelfe. Zacretins the Atheiſt caking a loue pori- 
on to.incite his Juſt, was bythe force thercof deprived of his 
ſenſcs;and ſo deprived hamirifealſe of life in his rage. Empe- 
doclerchevainglorious Poer,affeRing the name of a god, and 
of unmortalicie,threw himſelfe headlong into mount Etna, 
Foal ene Siluins [talicws being takenwith an incurable 
aſc, choferather co be his owne murderer, thanco endure 
the torment ofhisficknes. Cornelius Gallus an amatorions Po- 
et, hauing robbed the citic Fhebes, ouer which hewas (ſer co 
be gouernor by Auguſt Ceſar,and fearing to be called ro ace {mmianus 
count,preuented the puniſhment of humane juſtice, by exe- Marcellinus, 
curing the juſtice of God vpon himſelte with his own hands. . 
Ofthoſethar perſecured he Church of Chriſt, very many 
weregiuenouer by God to be perſccurors of themſchnes, and 
ſpoilers ofcheir own lives: as Nero for example,che firſt Em» Suez, 
rorthattooke in hand to perſecure Chriſtans, hee ſeeing 
imſclte in danger to be murdered by one appointed for that 
pwpo to preuent che malice of the murderer, murdered 
umfelfe. ſegnentins anothertyran, and encmieto Chriſts 


Church, bejngoucreome by ( onſtentins, brother ro Conſtans, 
whom 
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whom he had ſlaine, fled to Lions, and there became his own 
butcher : whoſe death as ſoone as his brother Decentins vn- 
derſtood, healſo hanged himſelfe. 

i, Gaterimsthe Emperour, after hee had tormented the Chri- 
ſtians by all cruell means,and left no way vnattempred wher- 
by hemighe rooethem outof his kin , fell inco a gric- 
uous diſcale, throughthe torment whereof, not being ablcro 
endure any longer, hee thruſt a [word into his owne:

death the Romans were ſo ſt;rred and provoked againſt Sex. 
twsehe lonne, and Tarqumias the farher , that they rebelled 
forthwith, and when he ſhould encerthe ciry,ſhut che gates a- 
gainſt him, neicher would receive or acknowledge him cuer 
after for their king. Whereuponenſued warreabroad,and al. 
teration of the ſtare at home; for after that time Rome endu- 
red no more king to-bearerule ouer them, butintheir rovme 
created ewo Conluls to betheir goucrnors, which kind of go- 
uernment continued to /wlwes (a/ars time. Thus was T argui-

thae the bulwarke of her vertnous chaftitie would nor by

T hree dayes after arrived Genſericss with ill his for- 
ces, and entring Rome, found it naked of all defence,and left 
to his owne wil and diſcretion : vvhere (albeit he profefled 
himſclfeto be a Chriſtian ) yer he ſhewed more pride and 
crueltic, and leſle piticthan either eArrila or Allaricxs, two 
heathen Kings: For hauing given his ſouldiors the pillage 
of rhe Citic,they not onely ſpoyled all priuate houſes, bur al- 
ſothe Temples and Monaſteries in moſt cruell and riotous 
manner. All the beſt and beaurifulleſt things of the citie they 
tooke away,and carried a huge ankiradealy people priſoners 
to Africa, amongſt the which was Eudexia the Empreſle 
(with her two daughters Exdocia and Placidia ) vvho was 
the cauſe of all this catamitie; bur her treacherit ſaved not her 


ſelfe nor them from thraldome . And thus was Rome fac- Treaſon, .

Yes 
verily,as itwas indeed, for the polluted wrerch died amongſt
